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To  the  Department  of  Health  for  Scotland , and  the  County 
Council  of  the  County  of  Dunbarton. 


Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  and 
Sanitary  Conditions  of  the  County  during  the  year  1931. 
For  purposes  of  reference  the  Annual  Report  of  the  County 
Veterinary  Inspector  is  incorporated,  and  there  is  also 
included  a short  report  by  the  County  Engineer. 

It  will  be  noticed  that  both  the  birth  rate  and  death  rate 
are  slightly  higher  as  compared  with  the  figures  of  1930. 
It  is  of  interest  to  note  that  of  959  deaths  214  were  of 
persons  who  exceeded  75  years  of  age,  and  of  these  42  were 
actually  over  85,  while  7 were  of  persons  of  90  years  or 
over,  the  oldest  being  96  years. 

The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  was  77,  being  less  by  4 -4 
than  last  year.  The  rate  for  Scotland  in  1931  was  82. 

In  spite  of  epidemic  conditions,  as  far  as  Scarlet  Fever 
was  concerned,  the  total  number  of  cases  of  infectious 
disease  was  less  by  83  when  compared  with  the  previous 
year,  the  fall  being  largely  due  to  the  decrease  in  the 
number  of  Diphtheria  cases. 

During  the  year  a very  considerable  amount  of  time  was 
occupied  in  making  enquiries  into  housing  conditions,  and 
good  progress  has  been  made  towards  the  removal  of  slum 
properties. 

The  Health  Committee  during  the  year  appointed  a 
Woman  Housing  Inspector,  with  a view  to  encouraging 
those  who  have  become  tenants  in  our  Housing  Schemes 
in  the  keeping  of  their  homes  and  their  surroundings  in 
good  condition  and  assisting  them  in  any  matters  relating 
to  housing  problems. 

I would  like,  in  conclusion,  to  thank  the  various  voluntary 
Committees  and  individuals  who  were  referred  to  in  last 
year’s  Report  for  their  continued  assistance  and  the 
members  of  my  staff  for  their  loyal  support.

MEDICAL  OFFICER’S  REPORT  FOR  YEAR  1931. 


VITAL  STATISTICS. 

Population. — The  Registrar-General  intimated  last  year 
that  in  future  he  would  not  supply  estimates  of  the  popula- 
tion of  the  smaller  Burghs.  This  year,  therefore,  the 
only  official  figure  issued  is  for  the  County  Council  Area. 
The  number  of  inhabitants  in  that  area,  at  the  middle  of 
1931,  is  estimated  at  78,683,  as  against  81,081  at  the 
middle  of  1930.  The  census  population  (preliminary)  for 
the  same  area  was  79,2 12. 

Following  the  method  of  calculation  usually  adopted  in 
this  office,  Table  No.  1.  has  been  compiled  to  show  the 
estimated  population  as  at  the  middle  of  1931  with  the 
census  population  of  that  year.  From  that  table  it  will 
be  seen  that  with  17,618  houses  containing  an  average  of 
4 -622  persons  per  house,  equal  to  a total  population  of 
81,422  persons,  in  1921,  if  the  same  average  number  of 
persons  per  house  had  been  maintained  in  1931  with  19,028 
houses  in  the  County  Area,  a population  of  87,947  persons 
might  have  been  expected,  whereas  the  detailed  estimate  of 
population  is  88,123  and  the  census  figure  is  79,242,  which 
is  equal  to  a fall  in  the  persons  per  house  to  4 '164. 

The  census  of  1921  was  taken  in  June  and  undoubtedly 
affected  the  distribution  of  population.  Although  the  average 
number  of  persons  per  house  in  the  County  at  the  1911 
census  was  4 '682  as  against  4 '622  as  ascertained  in  1921, 
there  certainly  appears  to  have  been  a reduction  in  the 
number  of  persons  per  occupied  house,  and  the  figure  ol 
4 -164  resulting  from  the  1931  census  is  interesting  in  that 
it  represents  the  normal  housing  position  at  this  date. 

Since  1921,  1,410  additional  houses  have  been  occupied, 
which  would  mean  a population  of  5871,  taking  4 ‘164 
persons  per  house  as  an  ascertained  figure.  If  this  popula- 
tion is  deducted  from  the  1931  census  figure  of  79,212,  the 
necessarv  adjustment  of  the  housing  basis  ol  calculation

Births  and  Birth-Rates. — The  total  number  of  births  in 
the  County  area  during  1931  was  1343  as  compared  with 
13G3  in  1930.  This  figure  makes  allowances  for  transfers 
in  and  out.  The  corrected  birth-rate  was  17  1 per  1000 
in  1931  as  against  1 (i  '8  in  1930. 

Deaths  and  Death-Rates. — The  total  number  of  deaths 
allocated  to  the  County  area  after  allowing  for  transfers  was 
959  as  against  938  in  1930.  The  death-rate  for  the  whole 
area  in  1931  was  12  -2  per  1000  as  against  I I T>  in  the 
previous  year. 

Infantile  Mortality. — The  total  number  of  deaths  of 
children  under  one  year  of  age  during  1931  was  103,  as 
against  111  in  1930.  The  infantile  mortality  rate  for  the 
whole  County  as  a unit  was  77  per  1000  births,  as  against 
8T4  in  1930.  The  principal  causes  of  death  amongst 
infants  were  congenital  debility,  premature  birth,  pneumonia 
and  infectious  diseases.  The  actual  numbers  will  be  found 
in  the  table  relating  to  causes  of  death. 

Deaths  from  Infectious  Diseases. — The  total  number  of 
deaths  from  the  common  infectious  diseases  in  1931  was  24. 
Typhoid  1,  measles  5,  scarlet  fever  3,  whooping-cough  8, 
diphtheria  2,  cerebro-spinal  meningitis  5.  A statement 
regarding  the  total  number  of  cases  of  infectious  diseases 
reported  during  the  year  will  be  found  in  Tables  V.  and  VI.

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Deaths  from  Tuberculosis. — During  1931  the  number 
of  deaths  registered  as-  having  occurred  from  all  forms  of 
Tuberculosis  was  66,  and  the  death-rate  for  the  County  is, 
therefore,  -84.  Of  the  66  cases  mentioned  above,  40 
referred  to  Tuberculosis  of  the  lungs,  giving  a death-rate 
for  the  County  for  this  type  of  Tuberculosis  of  *51.  Deaths 
from  other  Tuberculosis  amounted  to  26,  giving  a death- 
rate  of  -33. 

The  following  Table  gives  particulars  as  to  the  period 
elapsing  between  notification  and  death,  and  between 
discharge  from  an  institution  and  death,  of  all  the  above-

Deaths  from  Influenza. — There  were  16  deaths  from 
influenza  during  1931,  as  against  11  in  1930. 

Deaths  from  Pneumonia. — There  were  62  deaths  from 
pneumonia  in  1931,  practically  the  same  figure  as  in  1930. 

Deaths  from  Cancer. — There  were  96  deaths  from  this 
cause  during  1931,  15  fewer  than  in  1930:  of  the  96  deaths 
48  were  females  and  18  were  males. 


INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 

Enteric  Fever. — Nine  cases  of  Enteric  Fever  were 
notified  during  the  year.  Of  these  cases  two  gave  a blood 
reaction  for  Typhoid  only,  two  for  Typhoid  and  Para- 
typhoid “ B,”  four  for  Paratyphoid  “ B ” only,  while  one 
gave  no  reaction.  All  cases  were  notified  from  the  Land- 
ward area  of  the  Countv. 
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Scarlet  Fever. — Three  hundred  and  thirty  eight  cases  of 
this  disease  were  notified  during  the  year.  The  distribu- 
tion in  the  County  is  shown  in  Table  V.  Three  hundred 
and  eighteen  of  these  cases  were  treated  in  Hospital.  There 
were  three  deaths. 

Diphtheria. — Ninety-six  cases  of  Diphtheria  were  notified 
in  1931  as  against  144  in  1930.  The  most  of  the  cases 
came  from  the  East  Kilpatrick  and  Kirkintilloch  areas. 
There  were  two  deaths. 

Erysipelas. — Sixty-one  cases  of  Erysipelas  were  reported 
during  the  year,  23  fewer  than  last  year.  Of  the  61  cases 
19  were  treated  in  Hospital. 

Puerperal  Fever  and  Puerperal  Pyrexia. — There  were 
eleven  cases  of  Puerperal  Fever  notified  during  the  year  and 
twelve  cases  of  Puerperal  Pyrexia.  Of  these  cases,  14 
were  removed  to  Hospital.  Six  deaths  were  certified  as 
having  been  caused  by  Puerperal  Fever. 

Primary  Pneumonia. —One  hundred  and  twenty-seven 
cases  of  Primary  Pneumonia  were  notified  during  the  year. 
Forty-two  of  these  cases  received  Hospital  treatment.  There 
were  62  deaths  reported  as  being  from  this  cause.  It 
would  not  be  fair,  however,  to  assume  that  the  case 
mortality  of  this  disease  is  about  50%.  It  is  obvious  that 
all  cases  are  not  notified. 

Influenzal  Pneumonia. — Seventeen  cases  were  notified 
during  the  year,  as  against  13  in  the  previous  year.  At  the 
request  of  General  Practitioners,  sixteen  cases  were  treated 
in  Hospital. 

Chickenpox, — One  hundred  and  ninety-six  cases  were 
notified  during  1931.  Five  cases  occurring  in  institutions 
had  to  be  removed  to  Hospital  to  prevent  the  spread  of 
infection.  Several  cases  were  notified  from  ships  in  the 
Gareloch. 

Cerebrospinal  Meningitis. — Only  one  case  was  notified 
during  the  year.  On  the  other  hand  there  were  five 
deaths.  This  appears  at  first  sight  to  be  somewhat 
anomalous,  but  the  reason  for  the  discrepancy  is  that  three 
persons  sent  to  General  Hospitals  in  Glasgow  as  Meningitis 
or  some  other  disease  were  eventually  diagnosed  as  Cerebro- 
spinal Meningitis  : their  deaths  were  transferred  to  the 
County;  while  a death  from  “ Post  Basic  Meningitis,” 
which  was  not  notified,  completes  the  figures. 
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Encephalitis  Lethargica. — One  acute  case  of  this  disease 
was  notified  from  the  Cumbernauld  area. 

Dysentery. — Eight  cases  were  notified  during  1931, 
6 from  the  Duntocher  area  and  one  each  from  the  East 
Kilpatrick  and  Rhu  parishes.  As  regards  the  classification 
of  these  cases,  it  may  be  noted  that  all  the  positive  cases 
were  of  the  Flexner  type  : these  were  four  in  number  the 
other  four  cases  were  bacteriologically  negative.  All  the 
positive  cases  came  from  Duntocher  or  Hardgate. 

Ophthalmia  Neonatorum. — Fourteen  cases  of  this  disease 
were  notified  during  the  year  as  against  10  in  1930.  Most 
cases  were  of  a mild  nature ; only  3 required  active  treat- 
ment in  Hospital,  and  as  far  as  could  be  ascertained  no 
permanent  injury  to  the  eyes  resulted  in  any  case. 

Infectious  Disease  at  Dairy  Farms. — There  were  fewer 
cases  of  infectious  disease  notified  from  Dairy  Farms  than 
in  the  previous  year.  In  three  instances  persons  assisting  in 
milking  contracted  Scarlet  Fever,  and  arrangements  had 
to  be  made  in  each  case  to  exclude  those  in  contact  with  the 
patients  from  dairy  work  until  such  time  as  the  incubation 
period  had  elapsed.  With  the  ready  co-operation  of  the 
farmers  this  was  easily  arranged,  and  therefore  the  necessity 
for  stopping  the  milk  supply  did  not  arise.  The  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  of  the  Burgh  to  which  the  milk  was  sent 
in  each  case  was,  of  course,  consulted  in  the  matter. 

In  only  one  instance  did  Diphtheria  occur  at  a Dairy 
Farm,  and  as  Diphtheroid  Bacilli  were  found  in  the  throats 
of  several  of  the  milkers,  arrangements  were  made  for  other 
milkers  to  take  over  the  work. 

In  no  instance  could  the  presence  of  infectious  disease  in 
a Dairy  Farm  be  found  to  have  started  an  outbreak  amongst 
the  consumers. 

Infections  at  Children’ s Homes  etc. — As  in  past  years, 
quite  a number  of  cases  of  infectious  disease  occurred  in 
various  institutions  in  the  County.  Altogether  the 
following  cases  were  notified  and  for  the  most  part  removed 
to  Hospital: — Scarlet  Fever  11,  Diphtheria  11,  Chickenpox 
7,  Pneumonia  4,  Erysipelas  3. 

Ships  in  the  Gareloch. — In  spite  of  a large  number  of 
ships  continuing  to  be  laid  up  in  the  Gareloch,  fewer  cases 
of  disease  were  intimated  from  them.  There  were,  how- 
ever, five  cases  during  the  year,  most  of  which  were  isolated 
on  board  ship. 
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Closure  of  Schools. — In  spite  of  the  fact  that  infectious 
diseases  were  more  prevalent  than  in  the  previous  year,  it 
was  not  considered  necessary  to  close  any  of  the  schools  in 
the  County  (Landward)  or  small  Burghs. 

Smallpox. — No  case  of  Smallpox  was  notified  during 
1931.  The  question  of  a Smallpox  Hospital  for  the  County 
is  included  in  the  Hospital  Policy  for  the  County  and  will 
be  discussed  in  due  course.

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In  the  course  of  school  inspection  it  was  discovered  that, 
out  of  7743  children  examined  during  the  school  year  1930- 
1931,  nearly  50%  were  unvaccinated,  the  lowest 
unvaccinated  rate  being  in  the  New  Kilpatrick  School 
Management  area,  25  "8%,  an  increase,  however,  over  the 
previous  year,  and  the  highest  rate  (excluding  the  Burghs  of 
Clydebank  and  Dumbarton)  in  the  Vale  of  Leven  area. 
52  "4%,  which  is  somewhat  lower  than  the  figure  recorded 
in  last  year’s  Report. 
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TUBERCULOSIS. 

The  Problem  of  Infection. 

Infection  by  the  tubercle  bacillus  is  now  known  to  be  so 
widespread  that  health  reports  and  propaganda  have 
tended  lately  to  concentrate  on  factors  leading  to  a break- 
down of  the  defence  of  the  individual  and  subsequent 
illness.  Stress,  therefore,  has  been  laid  on  the  influence  of 
environment,  the  debilitating  effects  of  fatigue  and  worry, 
and,  with  the  development  of  the  science  of  nutrition,  the 
effect  of  an  ill-balanced  diet  and  lack  of  vitamins.  These 
factors  are  of  great  importance  if  infection  has  been  allowed 
to  occur,  but  are  common  also  to  the  initial  stage  of  many 
illnesses,  not  merely  tuberculosis,  and  they  tend  sometimes 
to  obscure  the  fundamental  problem,  the  elimination  of  the 
tubercle  bacillus.  The  common  human  sources  of  infec- 
tion are  the  undiagnosed  and  the  chronic  case,  with  an  open 
lesion.  The  former  will  probably  always  be  with  us,  and 
the  remedy  for  the  latter  would  seem  to  be  either  segrega- 
tion in  a colony  or  some  development  of  treatment  yet 
undiscovered.  Rather  than  increase  colonies,  it  might  be 
easier  to  improve  houses  towards  colony  standards.  The 
remedy  to  human  infection  is  not  obvious. 

The  other  source  of  infection  is  in  a different  category. 
Evidence  is  steadily  accumulating  to  confirm  earlier 
suspicions  of  the  magnitude  of  the  part  played  by  the  bovine 
bacillus  of  tuberculosis.  Statistics  produced  lately  by  Dr. 
Stanley  Griffiths  show  that  in  Scotland  up  to  70%  of  cases 
of  glands  of  the  neck,  approximately  40%  of  bone  and  joint 
lesions,  and,  the  most  recent  discovery,  almost  4%  of  the 
cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis,  have  a bovine  origin. 
These  varied  lesions,  disfiguring,  disabling,  and  too 
frequently  lethal,  have  one  main  source,  tuberculous  milk. 
In  Germany,  Lange  has  pointed  out  that  the  bovine  type 
of  bacillus  is  more  frequently  the  cause  of  pulmonary 
tuberculosis  in  dairy-workers  than  in  the  general  popula- 
tion. A cow,  therefore,  suffering  from  pulmonary 
tuberculosis  and  not  giving  tuberculous  milk  may  also  be 
a definite  danger. 


The  high  incidence  of  tuberculosis  in  cattle  has  been 
proclaimed  until  it  is  a commonplace,  but  since  1926  no 
legislative  change  has  taken  place  empowering  a more 
stringent  search  for  this  source  of  infection.  The  same 
stream  of  tuberculous  carcases  is  still  diverted  at  the 
slaughter-houses  from  becoming  the  food  of  the  people,  but 
only  after  the  trail  of  human  cripples  and  infected  cattle 
has  been  left  behind.  The  same  unsuccessful  search  still 
continues  for  the  disease-spreading  cow,  after  the  child  has 
been  obviously  infected,  and  the  same  heavy  expense  of 
treatment  in  this  time  of  straitened  national  finances, 
continues  with  slight  diminution. 

The  urgency  of  the  problem  is  evident,  but  opinions 
differ  as  to  the  most  practicable  solution,  the  question 
ultimately  being  whether  to  deal  with  the,  cow,  or  the  milk, 
or  both.  Undoubtedly  the  eradication  of  disease  in  cattle 
is  the  ultimate  aim.  Sterilisation  of  the  milk  may  (it 
sometimes  does  not)  make  it  safe,  but  sterilisation  may  also 
remove  the  incentive  to  improve  stock.  There  must  be 
greater  facilities  for  detecting  diseased  cattle,  and  milk 
must  ultimately  be  supplied  not  cooked,  but  from  guar- 
anteed healthy  herds. 

Pasteurisation  is  at  best  a weak  barrier.  Opinion  is 
still  divided  as  to  the  disadvantages  of  sterilisation  by 
heat.  The  process  is  said  to  render  calcium  less  soluble 
and  to  decrease  absorption  of  calcium,  phosphorus,  and 
nitrogen  (Rowatt  Institute  Report),  but  this  decrease  is  not 
serious.  The  factor  causing  growth  is  said  to  be  inter- 
fered with  through  modification  of  \ itamin  A.  by  the  heat. 
This  interference  with  growth  is  still  to  be  proved,  as 
Vitamin  .\.  is  known  to  remain  stable  at  high  temperatures 
in  the  absence  of  oxygen,  but  modification  of  the  process  ol 
pasteurisation  may  be  the  remedy..  In  any  case  the 
quantity  of  vitamins  present  initially  is  not  constant  as  it 
depends  on  feeding.  Further,  there  is  no  insuperable 

difficulty  either  in  adding  synthetic  vitamins  to  the  milk 
after  pasteurisation  or  compensating  for  the  lack  in  the  diet 
by  fruit,  etc.  The  main  drawbacks  ot  pasteurisation  are  the 
human  factors  carelessness  and  faulty  technique. 

Pasteurisation  being  a makeshift,  the  objective,  therefoie, 
is  to  render  all  herds  tubercle  tree.  It  may  be  expedient 
for  a period  to  have  two  varieties  of  milk  from  tuben  ulin- 
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tested  cattle;  1st  class  corresponding  to  the  present 
“ Certified  2nd  class,  a modification  of  the  present 
“ T.T.”  milk  which  could  be  arrived  at  by  the  farmer  at 
present  financially  unable  to  instal  the  plant  for 
“ Certified  3rd  class,  milk  might  be  sterilised  in  some 
way  for  a stated  transitional  period.  These  designations 
cannot  be  confused  and  leave  no  doubts  in  the  public  mind. 
The  cost  of  rejecting  all  cattle  which  react  to  the  tuberculin 
test  may  be  lessened  by  using  these  beasts,  if  no  clinical 
signs  of  tuberculosis  are  present,  for  breeding.  The  calves 
from  such  cows  are  isolated  at  birth  and  tuberculin  tested, 
reactors  being  slaughtered.  In  this  way,  by  isolating  the 
different  types  of  tuberculin  tested  cattle,  a healthy  herd 
may  be  built  up  at  less  expense.  The  results  of  this 
method,  which  is  under  trial  at  present,  are  so  far  promising, 
but  further  experience  is  still  necessary. 

The  ultimate  aim  should  be  one  grade,  milk  from 
herds  free  from  tuberculosis,  of  a definite  uniform 
standard  both  from  a nutritional  and  bacteriological  point 
of  view,  a food  unique  in  dietetics  and  perfectly  safe. 

In  pulmonary  tuberculosis  the  most  serious  aspect  is  the 
high  mortality  in  adolescence  and  early  adult  life.  If  the 
emergence  of  the  disease  at  this  period  is  not  fatal,  it  is 
only  too  frequently  a life-long  handicap.  It  is  impossible 
at  present  to  watch  all  contacts  from  early  childhood  to 
beyond  school  age.  Even  if  it  were  possible,  there  are 
still  the  many  cases  where  no  family  infection  can  be 
traced.  in  addition  continuity  of  observation,  no  matter 
how  tactful,  is  frequently  resented  by  the  young  adult. 

As  this  age  group  of  insured  persons  requires  a good  deal 
of  medical  attention,  might  it  not  be  possible  to  have  a more 
searching  initial  examination  on  joining  a medical  panel? 
This  examination  sho'uld  be  repeated  at  intervals  during 
the  critical  period. 

This  would  not  only  be  a further  step  towards  enlisting 
the  National  Health  Insurance  service  in  directly  preventive 
work,  but  would  close  the  existing  gap  between  school  and 
the  post-adolescent  period.  Such  a scheme  would  in  the 
present  days  of  unemployment  be  incomplete,  but  under 
normal  conditons  would  bring  in  for  treatment  the  early 
hopeful  case. 
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Report  on  County  Cases  and  Treatment.

It  is  necessary  again  to  comment  on  the  unsatisfactory 
periods  of  survival  revealed  by  the  above  Table,  in  that,  of 
a total  of  18  deaths,  13  died  within  three  months  of  notifi- 
cation. The  case  notified  at  death  was  passing  through 
the  County  en  route  for  home  and  died  at  the  home  of 
relatives.  The  case  found  in  the  Death  Returns  was  a 
death  transfer  from  an  asylum.

Of  those  who  died,  one  was  in  a Poor-Law  institution  in 
another  district,  and  satisfactory  explanations  were  given 
for  the  non-notification  of  other  two  cases,  while  in  a fourth 
case  notification  was  received  after  death. 

With  the  relatively  small  numbers  available  on  which  to 
base  statistics,  the  inference  drawn  therefrom  may  be  open 
to  question,  but  generalisations  may  be  made.  Mortality 
statistics  for  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  for  males  show  a very 
definite  rise  between  the  ages  of  25  and  55,  the  numbers 
being  practically  equal  in  the  age  groups  25-35  and  45-55, 
and  the  maximum  being  in  the  35-45  period.  In  females, 
mortality  begins  sharply  at  15,  the  period  15-35  being 
responsible  for  two-thirds,  equally  divided  over  the  15-25 
and  25-35  age  periods.  The  problem,  therefore,  with  the 
serious  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  arises  approxi- 
mate!}' five  years  earlier  in  females  than  males.  In  Non- 
Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  there  is  a striking  preponderance  of 
deaths  in  males,  the  figures  being  18  males  against  8 
females.  In  the  age  group  0-5  there  are  7 males  against 
3 females.  It  will  be  noticed  that  there  is  increased 
Pulmonary  mortality  in  1931.  The  increase  is  general, 
affecting  the  Burghs  as  well  as  the  Landward  areas.  The 
obvious  view  to  take  would  be  that  impaired  nutrition  due 
to  the  present  crisis  had  some  bearing  on  the  matter.  This, 
however,  cannot  be  accepted  on  inquiry  into  the  circum- 
stances. In  the  Burghs  a certain  number  of  cases  came  to 
light  which  were  old-standing,  and  the  increase  otherwise 
may  be  one  of  the  rises  which  have  to  be  averaged  with  the 
lower  years.  Thirty-three  and  a third  per  cent,  of  the 
deaths  took  place  in  sanatoria. 

Sanatorium  Treatment. — The  arrangements  for  this 
continue  unchanged.  Considerable  difficulty  has  been  found 
during  the  year  in  placing  Pulmonary  cases  requiring 
specialised  treatment,  in  Glenlomond  and  Bridge-of-Weir. 
A wait  of  four  to  six  weeks  has  been  quite  usual,  and  during 
that  period  active  disease,  which  might  have  been  arrested 
by  pneumo-thorax,  may  continue  to  such  a point  that  treat- 
ment is  ineffective.  Every  patient  is  entitled  to  the  modern 
methods  of  treatment,  and,  as  the  scheme  exists  at  present, 
it  is  impossible  to  get  this  promptly.  During  a large  part 
of  the  autumn  and  winter,  the  sanatorium  beds  in  Dum- 
barton Joint  Hospital  were  not  available  owing  to  a 
Scarlet'r ever  epidemic,  and  the  provision  of  further  accom- 
modation is  essential  either  for  1 uberculosis  or  for  Fevers, 
so  that  it  will  not  be  necessary  to  clear  the  wards  when  an 
epidemic  arises. 
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During  the  year  there  were  159  patients  treated  in  Sana- 
toria, 12  of  whom  had  treatment  in  more  than  one  Institu- 
tion.

In  the  past  domiciliary  treatment  has  included  the 
provision  of  milk  (1-2  pints),  eggs,  cod  liver  oil  and  malt, 
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and  emulsion.  Owing-  to  the  very  high  difference  in  cost 
between  emulsion  and  milk  and  eggs,  emulsion  has  been 
discontinued  to  a very  large  extent.  In  addition,  the 
cost  has  been  diminished  owing  to  the  fact  that  a larger 
number  of  the  small  burghal  patients  have  been  treated  in 
Sanatoria,  namely,  57  as  against  28  in  1930. 

Drugs. — Drugs  were  given  at  an  approximate  cost  of 
£17  3s.  2d. 

Dispensary  Treatment. — No  change  has  taken  place  in 
the  provision  of  dispensary  treatment  during  the  year.  In 
1932  the  new  Clinic  at  Kirkintilloch  will  be  available,  the 
equipment  there  being  of  the  same  nature  as  that  in 
Alexandria,  thus  providing  an  up-to-date  centre  for  the 
eastern  area  of  the  County. 

X-Ray  Examinations. — During  1931,  69  X-ray  examina- 
tions were  carried  out,  62  for  Pulmonary  and  7 for  Non- 
Pulmonary  conditions.  Nineteen  of  the  Pulmonary  con- 
ditions gave  positive  and  43  negative  results.  Of  the  7

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ULTRA-VIOLET  LIGHT  TREATMENT. 

During  1931,  in  addition  to  the  Clinics  established  at 
Alexandria  and  Helensburgh,  arrangements  were  made 
with  Dr.  Buchanan  of  Kirkintilloch  for  treatment  of 
patients  in  Kirkintilloch  and  the  surrounding  area.  In 
1932  the  installation  at  the  new  Kirkintilloch  Clinic, 
consisting  of  two  arc  lamps  and  a mercury  vapour 
lamp,  will  be  ready  for  use.  This  will  complete  the 
requirements  for  this  type  of  treatment  for  the  far-eastern 
area  of  the  County.  The  main  value  of  this  treatment  is 
still  for  early  cases  of  Non-Pulmonary  Tuberculosis,  and 
Rickets.  During  the  past  four  years  there  has  been  a 
marked  decrease  in  the  incidence  of  serious  cases  of 
Rickets,  probably  due  to  the  improvement  in  housing  con- 
ditions during  that  period.  Cases  are  now  of  a much 
earlier  nature  and  are  more  uncommon.

No  change  can  occur  until  the  ward  suggested  as  being 
required  at  Dumbarton  Joint  Hospital  is  agreed  to  and  per- 
mission granted  by  the  Department  to  the  taking  over  by 
the  County  of  Dunbarton  of  the  one-third  share  in  Lennox 
Joint  Hospital  which  at  present  belongs  to  Stirlingshire.

Dumbarton  Joint  Hospital.  — The  question  of  an 
additional  ward  at  this  Hospital  has  not  yet  been  fully  dis- 
cussed. The  experience  of  this  year,  when  the  accommoda- 
tion in  the  Hospital  was  so  taxed  that  the  treatment  there 
of  Tuberculosis  cases  had  to  be  suspended  and  all  infectious 
diseases  other  than  Scarlet  Fever  treated  elsewhere,  must 
make  it  evident  that  some  further  accommodation  is 
necessary.  There  is  no  remark  necessary  as  to  the 
ambulance  or  general  arrangements  in  the  Hospital,  which 
are  maintained  as  usual.

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Lennox  Joint  Hospital. — The  questions  relating  to  the 
transference  of  the  Stirlingshire  County  Council’s  interest 
in  this  Hospital  to  the  County  Council  of  Dunbarton  had 
not  been  finally  adjusted  at  the  end  of  the  year.  There  was 
also  left  over  the  question  of  providing  extra  accommoda- 
tion in  the  administrative  block.

Ambulance  Services. 

Very  little  need  be  added  to  the  statement  which  appears 
on  page  34  of  last  year’s  Annual  Report.  The  same 
arrangements  for  the  use  of  ambulances  are  in  operation. 

It  will  be  noted  that  under  Duntocher  Hospital,  the 
provision  of  a new  ambulance  has  been  mentioned ; this 
ambulance  is  now  in  use  and  has  given  entire  satisfaction. 
The  total  cost  of  this  ambulance  was  £761. 

Medical  Treatment  of  Sick  Persons. — It  has  not  been 
possible  as  yet  to  do  much  in  the  way  of  co-ordinating  the 
medical  treatment  for  sick  persons  with  the  general  Public 
Health  work.  The  problem  in  Dunbartonshire  is  compli- 
cated by  the  extremely  large  amount  of  unemployment  and 
the  fact  that  the  late  Parish  Councils  had  taken  on  the 
responsibility  of  treating  the  dependents  of  insured  persons 
where  poverty  was  pleaded.  One  move  was  made,  how- 
ever, in  putting  into  use  a prescription  form  which  would 
replace  the  somewhat  varied  assortment  of  scraps  of  paper 
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which  previously  bore  prescriptions.  It  has  also  been 
possible  to  arrange  for  the  checking  and  pricing  of  these 
prescriptions  at  the  National  Health  Insurance  Checking 
Bureau,  which  has  the  effect  of  standardising  the  charges 
for  similar  commodities  all  over  the  County. 

Although  there  may  be  a number  of  unsatisfactory 
features  in  the  existing  arrangements,  there  is  no  doubt 
that  there  has  been  no  delay  in  treatment  or  any  circum- 
stances which  would  adversely  affect  the  service.  The 
matters  which  require  attention  now  are  more  related  to  the 
keeping  of  records  and  the  co-ordination  of  the  service  at 
various  points.  The  Department  of  Health  instructed  that 
the  following  circular  should  be  filled  up,  showing  the 
position  of  affairs  in  the  County.  Paragraph  9 of  this 
schedule  shows,  as  far  as  can  be  ascertained,  the  number 
of  persons  treated  during  the  year  : —

BLIND  PERSONS  ACT. 

At  31st  December,  1931,  there  were  141  names  on  the 
Register  of  Blind  Persons  kept  in  the  office  here.  The 
details  are  shown  in  the  table  below.  These  figures  exclude 
the  Burgh  of  Dumbarton. 

During  1931  two  patients  were  admitted  to  the  Royal 
Glasgow  Asylum  for  the  Blind  ; at  the  end  of  the  year  there 
were  9 persons  being  trained  in  this  Institution  from  the 
County  area  and  3 were  awaiting  admission.  At  the 
beginning  of  the  year  one  blind  person  was  in  training  for 
the  ministry  in  the  Royal  Blind  Asylum  and  School,  Craig- 
millar  Park,  Edinburgh,  and  two  further  cases  were  admitted 
during  the  year,  one  a young  child  and  the  other  a youth 
who  desired  training  for  the  ministry. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  two  blind  persons  in  the 
Combination  Hospital,  Dumbarton  ; one  from  the  Burgh  of 
Clydebank  and  the  other  from  the  Parish  of  Bonhill. 

Nine  certificates  were  issued  during  the  year  to  persons 
on  the  register  to  enable  them  to  obtain  free  Wireless 
Licences,  and  travelling  facilities  were  again  granted  to 
six  persons.

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As  is  indicated,  the  foregoing  figures  relating  to  Blind 
Persons  are  taken  from  the  Register  which  was  compiled 
by  this  Department  at  the  passing  of  the  Blind  Persons 
Act,  1920,  and  has  been  maintained  in  this  Office,  with  the 
assistance  of  the  Mission  to  the  Outdoor  Blind,  for 
convenient  reference. 

There  have  been  considerable  changes  in  the  adminis- 
tration of  schemes  for  the  welfare  of  the  blind,  and  during 
the  year  an  amended  joint  scheme  for  the  administration  of 
the  Blind  Persons  Act,  1920,  in  Glasgow  and  the  South 
West  of  Scotland,  to  which  the  County  Council  was  a 
signatory,  came  into  operation.  Excerpts  from  this  scheme 
are  appended,  and  it  will  be  noted  that  certain  responsi- 
bilities have  been  transferred  to  the  Joint  Committee. 
Among  these  is  the  keeping  of  the  official  register  of  blind 
persons.  In  actual  working,  this  register  is  to  be 
compiled  and  kept  by  the  General  Manager  of  the  Royal 
Glasgow  Asylum  for  the  Blind  from  information  supplied 
to  him  by  the  various  authorities  associated  with  the 
scheme.  The  annual  returns  to  the  Department,  however, 
are  to  be  made  by  the  individual  Local  Authorities  con- 
cerned. To  have  undertaken  this  work  in  this  department 
would  have  entailed  extra  staff,  and  in  October  the  Public 
Health  Committee  agreed  to  an  arrangement  whereby  the 
register  of  blind  persons  in  respect  of  this  County  would 
be  kept  by  the  Mission  to  the  Outdoor  Blind  who  would 
furnish  the  Medical  Officer  with  the  necessary  particulars 
for  the  purpose  of  returns  to  the  Department  of  Health  for 
Scotland. 

The  Department’s  returns  referred  to  above  are  relative 
to  the  position  regarding  blind  persons  as  at  1st  April, 
1932,  but  since  the  figures  are  for  the  most  part  affected 
by  the  fluctuations  taking  place  in  the  register  during  1931, 
it  seems  appropriate  to  include  the  tables  here,  and  they 
are  therefore  inset  opposite.

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Joint-Committee  to  provide 
any  necessary  assistance  towards  the  maintenance  of  blind 
persons  undergoing  a course  of  technical  education. 

The  Joint  Committee  shall  co-operate  closely  with  the 
Education  Authorities  in  all  matters  afFecting  the  education 
of  the  blind. 

Register  of  Blind  Persons. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Joint-Committee  to  set  up  and 
keep  or  to  arrange  for  the  setting  up  and  keeping  of  a 
register  of  blind  persons  within  the  area  of  the  Councils 
which  shall  contain  such  information  as  may  be  prescribed 
by  the  Department  of  Health  for  Scotland. 

Certification  of  Blind  Persons. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Joint-Committee  to  provide  for 
the  certification  by  an  ophthalmic  surgeon  or  surgeons  of 
the  eyesight  of  all  persons  claiming  to  be  blind  who  are 
ordinarily  resident  within  the  area  of  the  Councils. 

TREATMENT  OF  VENEREAL  DISEASES. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  in  connection  with  the  scheme 
for  the  treatment  of  Venereal  Diseases  which  commenced 
in  1923  that  there  has  been  a marked  change  in  the  nature 
of  the  treatment  required.  The  number  of  in-patient  days 
rapidly  increased  from  202  at  the  inception  of  the  scheme 
until  the  year  1927,  when  the  figure  was  438,  from  which 
time  it  has  fallen  to  the  low  figure  of  120  days  for  the  year 
under  review.  On  the  other  hand  the  number  of  out- 
patient attendances  at  the  Clinics  has  maintained  a steady 
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increase  both  in  numbers  of  patients  attending  and  in 
attendances  made.  These  figures  would  appear  to  suggest 
that  the  scheme  is  proving  effective  in  that  patients 
are  seeking  more  timely  advice  and  treatment  and  that  there 
is  a lessening  tendency  to  default  before  treatment  is 
completed. 

Compared  with  last  year  there  is  an  increase  in  the 
number  of  patients  receiving  travelling  facilities  to  the 
Glasgow  Clinics,  the  numbering  being  18  as  against  15  and 
the  cost  £32  17s.  2d.  as  compared  with  £15  18s. 

There  is  also  an  increase  in  the  number  of  specimens  sent 
to  the  Glasgow  Corporation  Laboratories  for  examination. 
Forty  specimens  of  blood  were  examined  during  the  year, 
and  of  these  5 were  positive  and  35  negative,  while  of  21 
specimens  of  exudate  submitted  11  were  positive  and  10 
negative. 

The  scheme  for  the  supply  of  arsenobenzene  preparations 
to  general  practitioners  for  home  treatment  has  not  been 
utilised  at  all  throughout  the  year.

BACTERIOLOGICAL  EXAMINATIONS. 

Table  XII.  shows  the  number  of  bacteriological  examin- 
ations carried  out  in  the  County  Laboratory  during  1931. 
It  will  be  noted  that  the  number  is  slightly  less  than  in  the 
previous  year,  due  to  the  smaller  number  of  swabs  for 
diphtheria.  The  numbers  of  such  specimens  are,  of 
course,  in  direct  relation  to  the  epidemics  in  the  County. 

METEOROLOGY. 

Table  XIII.  shows  the  rainfall  at  various  stations  in  the 
County  of  Dunbarton,  and  also  the  number  of  days  on 
which  rain  fell  at  a number  of  these  stations.  It  will  be 
noted,  that  whereas  the  mean  rainfall  in  Scotland  for  the 
year  amounted  to  37  T)  inches,  the  lowest  rainfall  in  the 
County  amounted  to  39  ’50  inches  (at  Garshake),  while  the 
highest  was  73  -8  inches  (at  Glen  Finlas).  Actually  in  the 
west  of  Dunbartonshire,  the  months  with  the  smallest 
rainfall  were  March  and  September,  while  the  largest 
amount  of  rainfall  occurred  in  November. 

I have  with  regret  to  record  the  death  of  the  Rev. 
Malcolm  M‘Lean,  who  for  some  years  has  supplied  me  with 
rainfall  details  for  the  Burgh  of  Milngavie. 


FOOD  AND  DRUGS  (ADULTERATION)  ACT,  1928. 

It  is  very  unfortunate  that  many  purveyors  of  butcher 
meat  in  the  County  still  think  it  desirable  to  use  sulphur 
dioxide  in  mince.  The  Law  says  it  must  not  be  used  except 
under  certain  circumstances  and  it  is  for  the  butchers  to 
bow  to  that  decision,  and  no  one  regrets  it  more  than  the 
Public  Health  Officials  that  a constant  watch  has  to  be  kept 
to  see  that  this  ingredient  is  not  used  in  contravention  of 
the  Regulations.  On  several  occasions  during  the  year 
large  quantities  of  sulphur-dioxide  were  found  in  mince  at 
a time  when  there  was  no  necessity  for  any  such  ingredient 
to  be  present  unless  it  was  done  to  keep  from  putrefaction 
meat  which  had  already  come  to  a doubtful  stage. 

As  will  be  seen  from  the  Sanitary  Inspectors’  Reports, 
generally  speaking,  the  fat  content  in  milk  was  good  ; where 
a milk  did  not  conform  to  the  presumed  standard,  a warning 
was  issued  to  the  purveyor. 
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MILK  AND  DAIRIES  (SCOTLAND)  ACT,  1914. 

A large  number  of  visits  were  paid  during  the  year  to 
farms  in  the  process  of  repair,  and  as  will  be  seen  from  the 
Sanitary  Inspectors’  Reports,  the  progress  of  bringing 
farms  up  to  the  Bye-Laws  standard  during  the  year  has  been 
satisfactory.  It  will  also  be  noticed  that  the  number  of 
retailers  of  designated  milks  has  increased,  not  so  much 
by  the  production  of  graded  milk  in  the  County  as  by  the 
sale  of  such  milk  produced  in  other  Counties. 

The  pasteurisation  of  milk  (which  has  been  before  the 
public  a great  deal  recently)  is  carried  out  to  some  extent  in 
the  County  by  several  of  the  Co-operative  Societies.  As 
far  as  can  be  ascertained,  however,  most  of  this  milk  is 
not  sold  as  pasteurised  milk,  and  there  does  not  appear  to 
be  any  proviso  in  the  Milk  and  Dairies  (Amendment)  Act, 
1922,  or  relative  statutory  rules  and  orders,  making  it 
obligatory  for  the  seller  to  intimate  to  the  consumer  that 
the  milk  he  is  selling  is  pasteurised.  This  is,  undoubtediv, 
unsatisfactory. 

As  regards  the  question  of  pasteurisation  generally,  and 
as  one  who  is  anxious  to  raise  the  standard  of  milk  pro- 
duction, I cannot  help  feeling  that  the  wholesale  pasteurisa- 
tion of  milk  supplies  will  undoubtedly  have  a detrimental 
effect  on  the  efforts  of  Rural  Local  Authorities  Officials  to 
gain  the  interest  of  the  farmers  in  improving  or  even 
keeping  up  the  standards  of  cleanliness  which  are  desirable. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

Table  XIV.  gives  the  particulars  of  samples  of  water 
examined  during  the  year.  For  the  purpose  of  tabulation, 
these  waters  have  been  divided  up  under  various  headings. 
Where  supplies  were  found  to  be  bad,  the  supply  was  either 
discontinued  or  attempts  made  to  improve  its  condition. 
The  presence  of  nitrate  in  a number  of  these  waters  without 
any  particular  reason,  necessitated  a careful  review  of  any, 
even  remote,  sources  of  pollution. 

The  progress  of  a comprehensive  scheme  of  water  supply 
is  referred  to  in  the  report  by  the  County  Engineer.  There 
is  no  doubt  that  certain  districts  of  the  County,  especially 
in  the  western  area,  are  extremely  badly  off  for  water  at

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certain  times  in  the  year.  A notable  example  is  the 
village  of  Cardross  where  a dry  spell  is  liable  to  cause  a 
water  shortage. 

A report  was  submitted  by  the  County  Engineer  during 
the  year  regarding  the  water  supply  at  the  village  of 
Tintock.  This  village  is  awkwardly  situated  and  has  not 
sufficient  inhabitants  to  warrant  any  very  great  expenditure. 
Over  and  above  this,  a large  number  of  the  houses  are 
defective  and  might  possibly  be  closed  at  an  early  date. 
Under  these  circumstances,  the  question  of  introducing 
water  was  deferred. 

Another  matter  which  came  before  the  County  Council 
during  the  year  was  the  supply  of  water  to  Dullatur. 
Dullatur  is  a small  residential  area  which  was  excluded  in 
1912,  by  the  provisions  of  the  Lanarkshire  Water  Order, 
from  receiving  water  from  that  source,  on  the  grounds  that 
the  inhabitants  had  a sufficient  water  supply  for  all  purposes. 
Since  that  time  the  supply  appears  to  have  deteriorated, 
and  during  1931  a petition  was  received  from  the  ratepayers 
in  that  area  asking  that  they  should  be  connected  up  with 
the  Lanarkshire  supply.  After  enquiry  and  analyses  of 
the  water  concerned,  it  was  recommended  that  this  petition 
should  be  granted.  As  this  small  area  w'as  the  only  one 
excluded  from  the  terms  of  the  Order,  the  whole  of  the 
original  area  in  the  Order  now  comes  within  the  Scheme 
of  Water  Supply  for  the  Cumbernauld  and  part  of  the 
Kirkintilloch  parishes,  arranged  for  in  1912. 

No  actual  complaints  regarding  the  supply  of  water  in 
Special  Districts,  apart  from  the  shortage  referred  to  in 
Cardross,  were  received  during  the  year. 


GENERAL  SANITATION. 

I he  question  of  drainage  and  other  sanitary  matters  is 
dealt  with  in  the  reports  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  and 
appears  on  pages  Nos.  87  and  113.  The  only  matters  which 
came  before  the  Medical  Officer  were  as  follows  : — 

Private  Streets. — During  1931  reports  were  made  on 
a number  of  streets  in  the  County,  among  these  were  certain 
mads  and  streets  in  Bearsden  where  the  surface  was  in  such 
a condition  as  to  prevent  efficient  scavenging.  In  the 
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majority  of  instances  these  streets  were  either  made  up  to 
highway  standard  and  the  maintainance  taken  over  by  the 
Highways  Committee  or  were  repaired  by  arrangement  with 
the  owners.  In  an  area  growing  so  rapidly  as  Bearsden, 
it  is,  of  course,  difficult  to  keep  pace  with  the  road  condi- 
tions, and  one  particular  difficulty  arose  in  connection  with 
the  short  space  in  between  the  ends  of  the  road  of  the 
Housing  Scheme  and  Stirling  Drive ; arrangements  were 
however  eventually  made  for  this  road  to  be  made 
continuous. 

During  the  year  a number  of  Housing  Scheme  streets 
were  taken  over  for  maintainance  by  the  Highways 
Committee.  The  other  roads  dealt  with  by  report  were 
Gavinburn  Street,  Old  Kilpatrick,  and  Lennox  Street, 
Alexandria.  The  exact  work  done  in  these  streets  will  be 
found  detailed  in  the  County  Engineer’s  report  on  page 
No.  157. 

Nuisances. — Visits  of  inspection  were  made  at  the 
request  of  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  to  a number  of  alleged 
nuisances.  The  only  one  which  requires  special  reference 
is  connected  with  Burngreen,  Cumbernauld.  It  was 
suggested  locally  that  this  Green,  which  is  intersected  by  a 
burn,  one  side  of  which  belongs  to  the  District  Council  and 
the  other  side  to  the  Joint  Feuars  of  Property  abutting  the 
green,  was  in  such  a state  as  to  be  a nuisance.  An 
inspection  was  made  and  as  far  as  could  be  seen  no  nuisance 
existed.  At  only  one  point  of  the  stream,  which  was  a 
very  long  way  above  Burngreen,  was  any  sign  of  sewage 
material  found,  and  this  turned  out  to  be  from  a wash- 
house which  had  not  been  connected  up  with  the  drainage 
system ; this  matter  was  remedied.  The  complainers, 
however,  appealed  to  the  Department  of  Health  who  sent 
through  one  of  their  Medical  Officers.  Careful  inspection 
was  made  and  nothing  in  the  shape  of  a nuisance  could  be 
discovered.  The  water  in  the  burn  was  perfectly  clear  and 
did  not  appear  to  contain  any  sewage,  all  the  sewage  from 
Cumbernauld  being  collected  and  taken  away  to  the  Sewage 
Disposal  Works.  A report  from  the  Department  upheld 
the  view  that  no  nuisance  existed.

RIVERS  POLLUTION. 

River  Leven. — There  does  not  appear  to  have  been  any 
gross  pollution  of  the  River  Leven  during  1931.  The  Loch 
Lomond  Angling  Association  and  others,  however,  raised 
the  question  of  the  discharge  of  sewage  effluent  from  the 
proposed  Vale  of  Leven  Sewage  Scheme.  After  several 
meetings  to  discuss  the  matter,  the  Association  raised  an 
action  of  interdict  which  was  refused  by  the  Sheriff- 
Substitute  in  August,  1931,  his  decision,  however,  was 
reversed  by  the  Sheriff-Principal  in  the  following  November. 
The  County  Council  then  decided  to  appeal  to  the  Court  of 
Session,  but  the  hearing  of  the  case  had  not  taken  place  by 
the  end  of  the  year. 

Auchentoshan  Burn. — A further  complaint  was  received 
regarding  the  condition  of  this  burn,  owing  to  the  distillery- 
waste  decomposing  in  the  portion  which  runs  parallel  to 
the  main  road.  A meeting  was  held  with  the  Clydebank 
Burgh  representatives  and  the  question  of  how  much  of  the 
distillery  is  in  the  County  and  how  much  is  in  the  Burgh  of 
Clydebank  was  considered.  It  would  appear  as  if  most  of 
the  buildings  in  the  distillery  are  within  the  Burgh  of 
Clydebank  but  the  Still  House  and  Settling  Tank  are 
situated  in  the  County.  Under  these  circumstances,  it 
would  appear  desirable  for  County  and  Burgh  to  work 
together  in  improving  the  condition  of  the  burn.  Mean- 
time, however,  the  work  at  the  distillery  has  temporarily 
ceased. 

Yoker  Burn. — Further  inspections  of  this  burn  were 
made  during  1931.  At  no  time  has  anything  in  the  nature 
of  a nuisance  been  found  in  the  vicinity  of  the  effluent  pipes 
from  the  septic  tanks  referred  to  in  last  year’s  report. 
Owing,  however,  to  a suggestion  by  the  Department  of 
Health  that  the  drainage  from  certain  houses  should  be 
taken  into  a sewer,  the  Special  Districts  Committee  called 
for  a report  from  the  County  Engineer  on  the  subject. 
I his  was  not  finally  disposed  of  by  the  end  of  the  year. 

River  Allander. — In  November  a complaint  was  re- 
ceived regarding  froth  on  the  River ; this  was  found  to  be 
due  to  the  escape  of  liquor  from  the  Paper  Works.  The 
same  kind  of  pollution  occurred  again  in  December  and 
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obviously  came  from  the  same  source,  every  possible  step 
has,  however,  been  taken  to  minimise  the  chance  of  such 
occurrences. 

Rivers  Luggie  and  Bothlin. — Both  streams  were  in- 
spected from  time  to  time  but  no  special  pollution  was 
noticed.  The  streams  are,  however,  not  in  a very  good 
condition. 


POLLUTION  OF  THE  GARELOCH. 

Complaints  continued  to  be  received  regarding  the  condi- 
tion of  this  Loch  and  the  surrounding  shores.  In  the 
beginning  of  January  quite  a large  amount  of  soot,  oil,  and 
other  refuse  was  noticed  on  the  surface  of  the  Loch,  but,  as 
at  that  time  there  were  18  ships  laid  up  in  the  Loch  it  was 
impossible  to  tell  from  which  ship  the  refuse  had  come,  and 
thus  no  effective  action  could  be  taken.  In  the  month  of  May 
a complaint  was  received  regarding  the  condition  of  the 
shores.  The  complainers  were  visitors  to  Clynder  who 
referred  to  the  tin  cans,  paper  and  remnants  of  clothing 
which  were  scattered  on  the  shore.  The  presence  of  this 
material  does  not,  of  course,  constitute  a Public  Health 
nuisance  but  it  is  very  unsightly  and  undesirable,  more 
especially  as  the  villages  round  the  Gareloch  are  holiday 
resorts.  How  far  the  ships  are  at  fault  and  how  far  the 
permanent  residents,  who  very  often  use  the  Loch  as  a 
dumping  place,  it  is  difficult  to  say. 

In  June  a large  number  of  labels  were  found  on  the  shore 
bearing  the  name  of  a shipping  firm  in  Glasgow.  The 
attention  of  this  firm  was  called  to  the  matter.  The  labels 
in  question  had  obviously  been  thrown  over  the  side  of  one 
of  the  ships. 

It  is  apparently  very  difficult  to  get  the  crews  of  laid-up 
ships  to  realise  that  what  may  be  quite  satisfactory  on  the 
high  seas  is  not  right  in  such  a land-locked  loch.  It  is 
indeed  a great  misfortune  in  every  way  that  such  large 
numbers  of  ships  should  be  laid  up  in  this  loch  ; a more 
unsuitable  place,  from  a public  health  point  of  view,  would 
be  hard  to  find,  especially  when  large  native  crews  are 
housed  on  the  ships  over  an  extended  period. 
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HOUSING. 

During  1931  nineteen  representations  under  Sections  10 
(3)  and  (4)  of  the  Housing  Scotland  Act,  1930,  were  made 
to  the  Local  Authority.  The  number  of  houses  affected 
was  twenty-seven.  The  following  is  a list  of  the  houses  : —

The  Committee  agreed,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  pro- 
perty in  Main  Street,  Cumbernauld  (Peoples’  Property), 
previously  condemned,  had  been  satisfactorily  repaired,  that 
the  Demolition  Order  should  be  withdrawn. 


Withdrawal  of  Permission  to  use  Property  for  other 

Purposes. 

Following  on  an  adverse  report  as  to  the  condition  of 
the  property,  the  Committee  withdrew  the  permission  to 
allow  128  Back  Street,  Renton  (a  house  which  had  been 
previously  condemned  for  human  habitation)  to  be  used  as 
a Hardware  Store,  and  called  upon  the  proprietor  to 
remove  the  property  forthwith. 
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Issue  of  Repair  Orders. 

Orders  were  issued  towards  the  end  of  the  year  for  the 
repair  of  houses  at  8 to  10  Stirling  Street,  Renton,  it  being 
decided  that  these  houses  were  capable  of  satisfactory 
repair. 


Housing  (Rural  Workers)  Act,  1926. 

During  the  year  354  inspections  of  houses  were  made  by 
the  County  Sanitary  Inspectors  under  this  Act,  and  reports 
were  submitted  to  the  Committee  as  in  the  previous  year. 
The  proprietors  of  these  houses  were  all  informed  of  the 
defects  found  on  inspection,  and  in  cases  where  it  would  be 
competent  to  give  them  a loan  or  grant,  under  the  Housing 
(Rural  Workers)  Act,  1926,  their  attention  was  directed  to 
the  terms  of  the  Act. 

In  all,  61  houses  were  repaired  during  the  year.  The 
following-  is  a statement  of  the  number  of  houses  dealt 
with  and  the  nature  of  the  work  carried  out,  and  it  will  be 
seen  that  although  61  houses  were  involved  in  the  repairs 
and  reconstruction  carried  out,  only  58  houses  were  avail- 
able on  the  completion  of  the  work,  5 small  houses  having 
been  converted  into  2 larger  houses  with  the  required

Appointment  of  Woman  Housing  Inspector. 

It  has  been  felt  for  some  time  that  the  tenants  in  the 
Slum  Clearance  Scheme  Houses  would  be  the  better  of 
some  helpful  supervision,  not  only  as  regards  the  keeping 
of  their  houses  but  also  in  connection  with  the  maintaining 
of  their  garden  ground,  and  it  was  felt  that  if  a suitable 
person  could  be  appointed,  a high  standard  of  cleanliness 
and  efficiency  would  be  more  easily  maintained.  The 
Committee  therefore  agreed  towards  the  end  of  the  year  to 
appoint  a lady  who  had  been  trained  at  The  Glasgow  School 
of  Social  Study  and  who  had  obtained  the  Endorsed 
Diploma  of  that  School.  In  November  an  appointment 
was  made,  but  it  is  of  course  too  soon  to  estimate  the  value 
of  the  work  done  by  this  official.  There  are  evidences, 
however,  that  she  has  been  well  received  by  the  tenants  and 
that  her  work  will  be  of  great  assistance  to  the  community. 

Housing  Schemes. 

Opportunity  was  taken  from  time  to  time  to  visit  the 
various  Housing  Schemes  in  the  County,  and  where  any 
defect  was  noticed  the  matter  was  reported  to  the  County 
Architect  for  his  attention. 
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One  important  improvement  was  effected  at  the  Condorrat 
Housing  Scheme.  On  various  visits  to  the  property  it 
had  been  noticed  that  a burn  which  was  only  a few  yards 
from  the  buildings  was  being  made  use  of  as  a dump  for 
refuse;  during  the  year  this  burn  was  piped  and  filled  in. 

In  the  month  of  June,  evidence  was  given  at  an  enquiry 
held  in  Dumbarton  regarding  the  compulsory  purchase  of 
ground  in  Renton  for  the  building  of  houses,  under  the 
1924  and  1930  Acts.  After  hearing  evidence,  the  Depart- 
ment confirmed  Compulsory  Order.  This  question  is 
referred  to  in  the  information  regarding  Housing  Schemes 
by  the  County  Architect  below. 

Particulars  from  County  Architect. 

Utilisation  of  Vacant  Sites. 

145/151  Main  Street,  Renton. — The  6 tenemental 
houses  of  two  apartments  here  were  completed  and  occupied 
towards  the  end  of  February,  1931. 

323/337  Main  Street,  Bonhill. — The  12  houses  of  three 
apartments  contained  in  two  tenemental  blocks  were 
completely  finished  and  occupied  in  September,  1931. 

Corner  of  Croft  Street  and  Main  Street,  Bonhill. — 
The  6 tenemental  houses  of  three  apartments  on  this  site 
were  also  completed  and  occupied  in  September,  1931. 

361/373  Main  Street,  Bonhill. — The  6 three  apartment 
and  3 two  apartment  tenemental  houses  on  this  site  were 
started  to  build  towards  the  end  of  August,  1931,  and  are 
expected  to  be  ready  for  occupation  in  June,  1932. 

At  Alexander  Street  and  Susannah  Street  in  Alexandria, 
and  at  Back  Street  and  Red  Row,  Renton,  building 
work  was  started  in  July,  1931,  and  it  is  expected  the 
houses  will  be  ready  for  occupation  in  the  early  summer  of 
next  year.  These  houses  are  of  the  tenemental  type,  6 
houses  to  each  block,  and  embrace  in  all  24  houses— 12  of 
three  apartments  and  12  of  two  apartments. 

Other  Schemes. 

At  Stirling  Street,  Renton,  where  30  houses  under  the 
1924  Act  and  30  houses  under  the  1930  Act  had  been 
approved,  a start  was  made  to  erect  in  September,  1931. 
Prior  to  that  difficulties  had  arisen  with  the  Superior  as  to 
the  type  of  house  which  in  the  end  resulted  in  a Commis- 
sioner from  the  Department  of  Health  for  Scotland  holding 
an  Inquiry,  the  result  of  the  Inquiry  being  that  the  County 
Council’s  proposals  were  agreed  to  by  the  Department. 
This  in  a large  measure  held  up  a start  being  made. 
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Progress,  however,  has  been  exceptionally  good,  and  the 
Architect  is  hopeful  of  having  the  entire  GO  houses  in 
occupation  by  the  Autumn  of  next  year.  The  entire  scheme 
comprises  48  houses  of  three  apartments  and  12  houses  of 
two  apartments  contained  in  10  tenemental  blocks. 

Alexandria  : Burnbrae.— The  erection  of  a further  20 
flatted  houses  has  been  approved  of  on  the  ground  adjacent 
to  the  100  houses  recently  erected  under  the  1924  Act. 

Admiralty  Housing  Site,  Alexandria. — Negotiations 
for  the  purchase  of  this  site  have  been  proceeding  during 
the  year,  and  towards  the  end  of  1931  they  were  satis- 
factorily completed.  The  Architect  has  prepared  a layout 
plan  for  the  erection  of  150  houses  of  two,  three  and  four 
apartment  houses  of  the  flatted  and  cottage  types.  It  is 
hoped  to  have  a start  made  in  the  early  summer  of  1932 
with  a first  development  of  approximately  40  houses,  the 
intention  being  to  utilise  the  allotments  ground  and  as  soon 
as  houses  are  erected  thereon  to  close  a similar  number  of 
the  old  houses  and  thus  keep  going  a cycle  of  erection  and 
demolition  until  the  whole  site  is  rebuilt. 

Croy. — The  72  houses  to  be  erected  here  were  started 
to  be  built  in  April,  1931,  but  throughout  weather  conditions 
were  all  against  progress.  The  houses  are  expected  to  be 
ready  for  occupation  between  the  months  of  April  and  June 
of  next  year. 

The  erection  of  a further  8 houses  of  four  apartments  is 
to  be  gone  on  with. 

Condorrat. — A site  for  the  erection  of  28  flatted  houses 
is  in  negotiation  of  purchase. 

Waterside. — It  was  decided  to  erect  16  houses  here  as 
an  extension  to  the  existing  scheme,  and  a start  was  made 
to  build  about  November,  1931. 

Milton. — A start  was  made  to  erect  the  8 houses  here 
in  April,  1931,  and  occupancy  is  expected  early  in  1932. 

The  question  of  the  erection  of  a further  16  houses  here 
was  receiving  consideration. 

Stuart  Street,  Old  Kilpatrick. — The  erection  of  the 
36  houses  was  started  in  September,  1931,  and  good  pro- 
gress is  being  made. 

Hardgate  and  Duntochkr. — 

Aucheni.eck. — I'he  housing  requirements  at  Hardgate 
are  to  be  met  meantime  by  the  erection  of  28  flatted  houses 
on  a site  on  Auchcnlcck  Farm  Lands  entering  off  the 
I' aifley  Road,  and  the  Architect  has  the  plans  in  hand. 
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Auchentoshan. — Ground  i'or  the  24  houses  to  be  erected 
here  is  in  the  process  of  acquisition  adjacent  to  the  existing 
scheme  on  the  Duntiglennan  Farm  Lands,  and  it  is  hoped 
that  a start  will  be  made  to  build  in  the  early  part  of  1932. 

Old  Street,  Duntocher.— Here  it  is  proposed  to  acquire 
an  unbuilt-on  site  and  erect  thereon  12  tenemental  houses. 

Davie’s  Square. — A vacant  site  here  is  to  be  utilised  for 
the  erection  of  12  tenemental  houses. 

Subsidised  Houses. 

Seventeen  applications  were  received  during  the  year  in 
respect  of  340  houses.  In  all,  subsidies  on  138  houses 
completed  during  the  year  were  paid  over.

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CHILDREN  ACT,  1908. 

Inspection  of  Adopted  Children. 

The  work  of  inspecting  adopted  children,  under  Section 
2,  of  the  Children  Act,  came  under  the  Public  Health 
Department  on  the  16th  May,  1930.  This  work  is  now 
carried  out  by  the  Health  Visitors  in  the  course  of  their 
routine  inspections,  and  quarterly  reports  are  furnished  on 
the  home  conditions  and  the  condition  of  the  children 
generally.  The  children  inspected  are,  of  course,  only 
those  for  whom  payment  of  some  kind  is  made  in  return 
for  their  keep,  and  the  names  of  these  children  are  only 
kept  on  the  live  register  until  the  age  of  seven  years. 
Where  a child  is  officially  adopted  and  becomes  one  of  the 
family,  the  provisions  of  the  Act  do  not  apply.  On  an 
intimation  being  given  by  the  foster  parents  that  they  are 
looking  after  a child  for  payment,  the  following  notice  is 
handed  out : — 

Notice  to  Persons  receiving  Children  under  Seven  years 
of  age  for  payment. 

The  following  are  the  Chief  Provisions  of  the  Law  stated 
in  general  terms  : — 

1.  Every  person  who  undertakes  for  payment  the  nursing 
and  maintenance  of  any  child  under  the  age  of  Seven  apart 
from  its  parents  for  more  than  48  hours,  must  at  once  give 
notice  to  the  County  Council.  A Form  will  be  supplied  on 
application  at  the  Public  Health  Department,  88  College 
Street,  Dumbarton. 

The  notice  must  state  the  name  and  sex  of  the  child,  the 
date  and  place  of  its  birth,  the  name  of  the  person  receiving 
it,  and  the  dwelling  where  it  is  being  kept ; and  also  the 
name  and  address  of  the  person  from  whom  it  has  been 
received. 

Any  person  receiving  an  infant  for  a lump  sum  must  give 
notice  to  the  County  Council  within  48  hours.  In  default 
any  sum  received  is  liable  to  be  forfeited. 

2.  If  a person  who  has  received  a child  changes  his 
residence,  he  must  at  once  give  notice  of  his  removal  to  the 
County  Council,  and  if  he  removes  to  another  County  he 
must  give  to  the  County  Council  of  such  County  the  same 
notice  as  was  required  on  the  first  reception  of  the  child. 

3.  If  the  child  is  transferred  to  the  care  of  another 
person,  notice  must  at  once  be  given  of  the  name  and 
address  of  that  person.  Notice  must  also  be  given  to  the 
County  Council  in  the  event  of  the  death  of  the  child. 
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4.  All  such  notices  shall  be  in  writing,  and  shall  either 
be  delivered  at  the  County  Health  Offices  or  sent  by 
registered  letter  to  the  County  Medical  Officer,  88  College 
Street,  Dumbarton. 

5.  In  case  of  the  death  of  the  child  notice  must  be  given 
to  the  Procurator-Fiscal  within  24  hours. 

6.  All  persons  receiving  children  under  Seven  for  pay- 
ment must  admit  the  Visitor  or  other  person  appointed  by 
the  County  Council  to  inspect  the  infants  and  the  premises 
where  they  are  kept. 

7.  They  must  also  obey  the  directions  of  the  County 
Council  with  regard  to  the  number  of  children  who  may  be 
received  in  any  place,  and  with  regard  to  the  removal  of 
any  child  from  their  care. 

8.  No  child  under  Seven  shall  be  kept  for  payment  by  a 
person  who  has  been  deprived  of  the  care  of  any  child  by 
order  of  the  County  Council,  or  of  a Sheriff,  Magistrate,  or 
Justice  of  the  Peace,  or  by  a person  who  has  been  convicted 
of  cruelty  to  a child,  unless  the  County  Council  consent  in 
writing ; and  no  child  under  Seven  shall  (without  such 
consent)  be  kept  in  any  premises  from  which  an  infant  has 
been  removed  because  the  premises  were  dangerous  or 
insanitary. 

9.  Persons  receiving  infants  for  reward  are  prohibited 
from  insuring  the  lives  of  the  infants. 

10.  Every  person  who  disobeys  these  requirements  is 
liable  to  be  sent  to  prison  for  six  months  or  to  be  fined  ,£25, 
and  the  Court  may  order  an  infant  in  respect  of  which  the 
offence  was  committed  to  be  removed  to  a place  of  safety. 

11.  These  requirements  do  not  apply  to  Hospitals,  Chari- 
table Institutions,  or  Boarding  Schools,  nor  to  the  parents 
or  legal  guardians  of  the  children,  nor  to  their  grand- 
parents, brothers,  sisters,  uncles,  or  aunts. 

12.  Each  infant  should  sleep  in  a separate  cot.  The  Act 
provides  for  a penalty  under  certain  conditions  where  an 
infant  dies  of  suffocation  when  sleeping  in  the  same  bed  as 
an  adult. 

13.  Every  open  fire  should  be  protected  with  a fire  guard. 
I he  Act  provides  for  a penalty  where,  through  the  absence 
of  fire  guards,  an  infant  is  killed  or  suffers  serious  injury. 

11.  Any  person  who  gives  intoxicating  liquor  to  a child 
under  the  age  ol  five  years  is  liable  to  a penalty  of  three 
pounds,  unless  such  liquor  is  given  on  the  order  of  a 
doctor  or  in  the  case  ol  sickness  or  other  urgent  cause. 
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Any  further  information  and  the  forms  of  notice  above 
referred  to  can  be  obtained  on  application  to  Thomas 
Lauder  Thomson,  M.D.,  County  Medical  Officer,  88 
College  Street,  Dumbarton.

The  various  provisions  under  the  County  Maternity 
Service  and  Child  Welfare  Scheme  continue  to  be  exten- 
sively utilised.  It  is  interesting-  to  note  that  during  1931 
applications  for  the  supply  of  milk  were  received  from  514 
applicants  whereas  the  total  applications  for  1930  was  only 
291.  Last  year  milk  was  granted  to  421  applicants  as 
against  242  in  1930.  In  48  cases  a supply  of  milk  was 
refused  because  no  illness  was  certified  by  the  doctor  at 
the  clinic,  and  45  medically  certified  cases  were  refused  on 
account  of  the  family  income  being  in  excess  of  the  agreed 
on  scale.  The  supply  of  milk  is  only  continued  so  long 
as  a medical  certificate  is  effective. 

Applications  for  the  provision  of  dental  treatment, 
including  the  supply  of  dentures  where  necessary,  to 
expectant  and  nursing  mothers  increased  so  rapidly  in  the 
Course  of  the  year  that  it  was  found  necessary  to  remind 
the  Public  Health  Committee  on  several  occasions  that  the 
expenditure  sanctioned  was  much  in  excess  of  the  amount 
estimated  for.  Towards  the  end  of  the  year  the  matter 
was  gone  into  and  proposals  made  for  the  restriction  of  the 
scope  of  the  scheme. 

Abnormalities  connected  with  pregnancy  resulted  in  a 
large  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  requiring  treatment 
in  the  Ante-natal  Wards  of  the  Royal  Maternity  Hospital, 
iGlasgow,  and  it  was  found  desirable  to  send  15  cases  of 
Puerperal  Fever  to  Motherwell  County  Hospital  during 
1931  as  against  7 in  1930. 

The  continuous  increase  in  the  duties  carried  out  by 
those  nurses  with  clinics  situated  in  populous  centres  made 
a considerable  rearrangement  of  districts  in  the  western 
area  necessary  during  the  year.  As  now  arranged  the 
areas  are  roughly  : — 

Alexandria  to  Auchendennan  (excluding  portion  of 
Alexandria  between  River  Leven  and  Main  Street 
from  Bridge  Street  eastwards,  but  including  Burn- 
brae),  Bonhill,  Jamestown,  Balloch,  and  the  Parish 
of  Kilmaronock. 

Alexandria  (portion  excluded  from  above  area),  Renton, 
Dunbarton  Parish,  Luss  Parish,  Arrochar  Parish, 
and  Cardross  Parish  from  Dumbarton  Burgh  to 
Colgrain  Farm. 

Burgh  of  Helensburgh,  Cardross  Parish  from  Helens- 
burgh to  Camiseskan  Farm,  Rhu  Parish,  and 
Gareloch  side  of  Rosneath  Parish, 
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Burg'll  of  Cove  and  Kilcreggan  and  Loch  Long  side  of 
Rosneath  Parish. 

As  will  be  seen  from  Table  No.  XVI.  the  various  clinics 
in  the  County  continue  to  be  well  attended.

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RAT  CAMPAIGN. 

Rats  and  Mice  (Destruction)  Act,  1919. 

Rat  Week,  March  30th  to  April  6th,  1931. 

In  accordance  with  instructions  contained  in  the  circular 
received  from  the  Board  of  Agriculture,  an  intensive  cam- 
paign against  rats  and  mice  was  prosecuted  within  the 
County  during  the  week  30th  March  to  6th  April,  1931. 

As  in  previous  years,  the  Burgh  Surveyors  and  Sanitary 
Inspectors  of  the  Burghs  within  the  County  collaborated 
with  us  in  our  efforts  against  the  vermin. 

Advertisements  calling  attention  to  the  Rat  Week  were 
inserted  in  the  local  newspapers  by  the  County  Clerk,  and 
farmers,  pig  keepers,  stable  owners,  railway  companies, 
shipowners,  and  all  persons  whose  premises  were  likely  to 
harbour  rats  and  mice,  were  circularised.  So  far  as 
possible,  these  premises  were  visited  prior  to,  during,  and 
after  Rat  Week. 

Posters  and  handbills  of  a striking  design  were  obtained 
from  the  Rodent  and  Insect  Pest  Destruction  Company, 
which  posters  were  displayed  in  every  village  and  burgh 
throughout  the  County.  By  the  courtesy  of  the  London 
Midland  and  Scottish  Railway  Company  and  the  London  and 
North  Eastern  Railway  Company,  these  posters  were  also 
displayed  in  the  various  railway  stations  in  Dumbartonshire. 

Permission  was  granted  by  the  Chief  Constable  to  keep 
poison  in  the  Police  Stations  during  Rat  Week. 

Supplies  of  “ Rodine,”  “ Red  Squill  ” Rat  Biscuits, 
and  “ Dak  ” Rat  Lime  were  obtained  and  fairly  good 
sales  resulted,  these  poisons  being  used  at  the  various  coups 
with  good  effect. 

Various  big  kills  were  reported  during  Rat  Week ; in 
one  instance  at  a farm,  during  threshing  operations,  240 
rats  were  killed,  and  in  another,  a stable,  300  rats  were  killed 
with  poison  and  dogs. 

In  Dumbarton  Burgh  “ Cyanogas  ” was  used  at  the 
coup  and  along  the  river  embankment. 

In  Milngavie  gassing  was  carried  out  at  the  coup,  and 
although  only  15  rats  came  to  the  surface,  many  more 
would  probably  be  destroyed  in  the  burrows. 

“ Dak  ” Rat  Lime  was  employed  with  good  results 
where  it  was  not  desirable  to  lay  down  poison. 

In  conclusion,  it  may  be  said  that  “ Rat  Week  ” is  now 
being  taken  more  seriously  by  the  general  public;  in  past 
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years  a certain  amount  of  apathy  was  generally  met  with 
in  some  quarters,  but  this  year  a genuine  interest  was 
displayed,  and  it  has  been  noted  that,  once  a property 
owner  is  persuaded  to  take  an  active  part  in  the  destruction 
of  rats  and  mice,  it  developes  into  a habit  all  the  year 
round  with  consequent  bad  results  to  the  vermin. 

Rat  Week  is  now  looked  upon  as  an  established  institu- 
tion.

I herewith  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  ending 
31st  December,  1931,  containing  particulars  of  work  done 
in  this  Department,  and  set  forth  in  accordance  with  the 
instructions  received  from  the  Department  of  Health  for 
Scotland. 


BUILDING  BYE-LAWS. 

There  were  78  plans  passed  for  buildings  to  be  erected 
under  the  Building  Bye-laws.  This  is  a decrease  from  the 
previous  year  when  100  plans  were  passed.  It  will  be 
observed  that  the  plans  approved  of,  as  shown  on  Table 
No.  XIX.,  included  the  erection  of  7 bungalows,  the 
laying  down  of  5 petrol  tanks,  and  the  erection  of  14 
garages,  3 shops,  2 schools,  etc. 

The  buildings  erected  under  the  Building  Regulations 
were  regularly  inspected  during  the  course  of  construction, 
and  generally  speaking  every  assistance  and  facility  was 
given  to  the  Officers  of  the  Local  Authority  in  the  work  of 
inspection,  and  it  is  pleasing  to  note  that  builders  are 
co-operating  with  the  Officials  for  completion  of  their  work 
in  a tradesmanlike  manner. 

The  number  of  houses  completed  during  the  year  without 
State  Assistance  was  6. 

Table  No.  XIX.  shows  the  number  of  plans  passed, 
number  of  buildings,  and  number  of  apartments.

DRAINAGE. 

Main  Drainage — Vale  of  Leven  and  Renton. — Not- 
withstanding many  engineering  and  legal  difficulties,  the 
main  drainage  scheme  to  deal  with  the  Vale  of  Leven  and 
Renton  areas  continues  to  proceed.  The  area  between 
Bonhill  and  Jamestown  has  been  practically  completed,  and 
work  is  progressing  between  Balloch  and  Alexandria  on 
the  West  bank  of  the  Leven.  This  matter  will  be  dealt 
with  fully  by  the  County  Engineer. 

Vale  of  Leven. — The  work  of  piping  the  Ladyton  Well 
overflow,  which  passes  through  George  Street  Housing 
Scheme  to  the  Main  Street,  Bonhill,  has  now  been  com- 
menced by  the  Local  Authority. 

At  Fisherwood  Sewage  Purification  Works,  Balloch, 
several  new  trays  were  fitted  and  filter  beds  repaired,  and 
the  railings  forming  the  boundary  were  repainted. 

At  Braehead,  Bonhill,  a considerable  section  of  the  main 
sewer  was  renewed  prior  to  the  laying  down  of  the  new 
road  surface. 

Drainage  systems  at  Tullycross,  Drymen,  and  Fascadail, 
Arrochar,  were  renewed. 

As  in  former  years  all  the  new  drainage  systems  were 
tested  and  reports  made  on  conditions  of  same,  and  where 
necessary  steps  were  taken  to  have  improvements  on 
■existing  drainage  systems  effected. 
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DISPOSAL  OF  REFUSE. 

Vale  of  Leven. — The  following-  is  a summary  of  the 
work  done  within  the  Vale  of  Leven  Scavenging  District : —

The  average  number  of  miles  travelled  per  gallon  was 
6.98. 

The  work  within  the  district  continues  to  be  carried  out 
in  a satisfactory  manner.  The  relay  system  of  loading 
recently  adopted  continues  to  be  employed  and  is  proving 
successful.  Public  cleansing  forms  a very  important  part 
of  a Local  Authority’s  administration,  and  it  must  be 
admitted  by  everyone  that,  generally  speaking,  the  public 
now  demands  a higher  standard  of  public  cleansing.  This 
lively  interest  on  the  part  of  the  public  is  all  to  the  good, 
and  one  may  take  it  as  an  indication  that  what  may  have 
been  tolerated  ten  or  fifteen  years  ago  will  not  be  so  readily 
accepted  now.  I would  take  this  opportunity,  however, 
of  warning  shopkeepers  throughout  the  district,  who  will 
insist  on  sweeping  the  footpath  in  front  of  the  shops  out  on 
to  the  roadway,  invariably  after  the  road  sweeper  has 
cleaned  up  the  street.  A little  more  consideration  on  the 
part  of  these  people  responsible  in  this  direction  would  be 
an  all-round  benefit  to  the  community. 

The  refuse  from  the  Vale  of  Leven  district  is  transported 
to  Auchencarroch  Coup,  where  a land  reclamation  scheme 
is  in  operation.  The  transport  service  consists  of  three 
30cwt.  Albion  motor  lorries  and  one  two-ton  Vulcan  motor 
lorry,  with  one  30cwt.  Albion  lorry  in  reserve. 

During  the  year  8 ashpits  were  abolished  and  ashbins 
introduced. 

Renton. — The  following  is  a summary  of  the  work  done 
within  Renton  Special  Scavenging  District  during  the 
year  : —

The  average  number  of  miles  travelled  per  gallon  was

The  work  within  the  district  continues  to  be  carried  out 
in  a satisfactory  manner.  During  the  year  a new  30cwt. 
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Ford  Tipping  Wagon  with  a special  body  suitable  for  this 
class  of  work  was  put  into  service,  and  up  to  the  present  is 
giving  satisfaction. 

It  will  be  noted  from  the  foregoing  statement  that  the 
number  of  ashbins  and  ashpits  emptied  continues  to  in- 
crease, and  this  is  due  to  the  fact  that  a shorter  interval 
elapses  between  the  times  of  collection.  This  is  a step 
in  the  right  direction.  I would  like  to  take  this  oppor- 
tunity, however,  of  pointing  out  to  householders  that  ashbins 
are  intended  for  the  storage  of  domestic  refuse  only  and 
are  not  intended  to  be  used  for  slop  or  waste  water.  The 
depositing  of  liquid  into  bins  is  a very  objectionable  practice 
and  should  be  discontinued. 

It  is  always  interesting  to  compare  the  present  day 
condition  of  areas  and  villages  with  what  they  looked  like 
say  fifteen  to  twenty  years  ago,  and  if  one  reflects  for  a 
minute  or  two  the  village  of  Renton  is  one  1 think  that 
clearly  indicates  a great  change.  The  old  Renton,  if  I may 
put  it  that  way,  gave  one  the  impression  that  it  mainly 
consisted  of  two  long  narrow  streets  (Main  Street  and  Back 
Street).  The  narrow  main  streets  of  Renton  were  always 
difficult  to  keep  clean,  but  a visitor  to  that  village  now 
must  see  a vast  improvement.  Road  widening,  where 
possible,  has  been  carried  out,  and  a good  number  of  old 
properties  on  the  roads  referred  to  have  been  removed  and 
new  road  surfaces  have  been  laid  and  prove  a great  asset 
to  the  village.  The  new  road  surface  gives  the  cleansing 
department  an  opportunity  of  giving  the  village  a very 
much  smarter  and  cleaner  appearance. 

The  work  of  slum  clearance  and  the  erection  of  new 
houses  continues  to  proceed,  and,  that  being  so,  we  look 
forward  to  a still  brighter  and  happier  community. 

Rhu. — The  contract  for  this  Scavenging  District  has  been 
carried  out  by  Mr.  Alexander  M'Dougall,  Contractor,  Rhu, 
in  a fairly  satisfactory  manner.  Continued  inspections 
have  to  be  made  in  order  to  see  that  the  contractor  makes 
every  endeavour  to  excavate  a sufficient  quantity  of  soil  for 
top  dressing  purposes.  A fire  recently  developed  at  the 
depot,  and  this  caused  a considerable  amount  of  work  before 
we  had  the  fire  under  control  and  thoroughly  abated. 

Craicendoran. — The  work  within  this  district  continues 
to  be  carried  out  by  Messrs.  Waldie  & Company,  Con- 
tractors, Helensburgh.  The  refuse  is  collected  regularly, 
and  no  complaints  are  received  of  the  services  given  by 
Messrs.  Waldie  & Company.  From  time  to  time  the 
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foreshore  is  cleaned  up  by  the  Contractors.  The  refuse  is 
removed  to  Helensburgh  Town  Council  Depot  by  private 
arrangement  between  Messrs.  Waldie  & Company  and  the 
Town  Council. 

Garelochhead. — The  scavenging  work  within  this  dis- 
trict continues  to  be  carried  out  in  a very  satisfactory 
manner  by  Mr.  B.  M'Lean,  Contractor.  It  will  be 
necessary  in  the  near  future  to  consider  the  question  of 
forming  a new  road  at  the  refuse  depot  in  order  to  take 
full  advantage  of  the  ground  available  for  refuse  disposal. 

Shandon,  Clynder  and  Rosneath. — I dealt  fully  with 
the  question  of  scavenging  of  this  area  in  my  last  Annual 
Report,  and  it  will  be  remembered  that  after  very  thorough 
inspection  and  repeated  endeavours  to  obtain  a site  for 
refuse  disposal  the  Committee  decided  to  delay  any  scheme 
for  the  formation  of  a scavenging  area  in  the  meantime. 
The  position  remains  very  much  as  it  was  a year  ago.  I 
understand,  however,  that  a small  Committee  has  been 
formed  in  the  village  of  Clynder  to  take  an  interest 
generally  in  the  cleansing  of  the  foreshore  and  that  a 
contractor  has  been  appointed  to  clean  the  foreshore  when 
required.  In  addition  facilities  are  given  to  those  living 
outwith  the  Garelochhead  and  Rhu  area  to  employ  private 
contractors  and  to  deposit  refuse  either  in  Garelochhead  or 
Rhu  Coups. 

I am  still  of  opinion,  however,  that  the  time  has  come 
when  the  scavenging  of  all  villages  and  hamlets  should  be 
under  the  control  and  jurisdiction  of  the  Local  Authority. 

Arrochar  and  Tarbet. — It  will  be  remembered  that  I 
furnished  a report  on  the  possibility  of  forming  Arrochar 
and  Tarbet  into  a Special  Scavenging  District,  and  strongly 
recommended  the  Committee  to  proceed  with  the  formation 
of  the  district.  As  a result  of  that  report  I was  asked  to 
address  a meeting  of  ratepayers  in  Arrochar  and  outlined 
my  scheme  to  them.  The  meeting  was  very  well  attended 
and  much  interest  was  shown.  The  decision  of  the 
meeting,  however,  was  that  the  time  was  inopportune,  but 
I am  hopeful  that  in  the  near  future  a scavenging  district 
will  be  formed. 

Cardross. — It  is  satisfactory  to  report  that  a scavenging 
district  has  been  formed  within  the  village  of  Cardross. 
1 lie  work  of  scavenging  was  commenced  under  the  super- 
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vision  of  the  Local  Authority  on  27th  July  last  and  continues 
to  be  carried  out  in  a satisfactory  manner.  The  refuse 
collected  is  being  utilised  for  the  levelling  up  of  a low  lying 
part  known  as  Burns  Park  on  the  foreshore.  Some  doubt 
was  entertained  as  to  whether  this  could  be  done  without 
causing  nuisance  or  annoyance  to  residenters,  but  it  is 
pleasing  to  report  that  the  method  of  disposal  is  being 
carried  out  in  such  a manner  that  practically  no  complaints 
have  been  made  by  the  villagers  regarding  the  scheme. 

Since  the  commencement  of  the  scheme  35  ashpits  have 
been  abolished  and  bins  substituted. 


PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES. 


The  new  public  conveniences  erected  in  Arrochar  and 
Tarbet  villages  have  now  been  completed  and  are  open  to 
the  public.  The  question  of  providing  a public  conveni- 
ence in  the  vicinity  of  the  Fountain  at  Alexandria  is  still 
before  the  Committee.  Great  difficulty  has  been  experi- 
enced in  obtaining  a suitable  piece  of  ground  for  the  erection 
of  a convenience,  but  owing  to  a decision  arrived  at  at  a 
recent  meeting  of  the  District  Council  it  is  possible  that  the 
question  of  a site  will  be  settled  shortly.

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I take  this  opportunity  of  making’  special  reference  to 
this  important  branch  of  Public  Health  administration. 
The  importance  of  a clean  milk  supply  is  evident  to  all.  So 
much  publicity  has  been  given  to  the  subject  within  recent 
years,  and  rightly  so,  that  it  has  been  sharply  brought 
home  to  those  engaged  in  the  business  that  on  them  rests 
the  responsibility  of  producing  and  delivering  to  the  con- 
sumer a clean  and  pure  milk  supply.  Everyone  recognises 
the  importance  of  a clean  and  pure  milk  supply.  It  is 
well  known  that  a contaminated  water  supply  used  for 
human  consumption  may  cause  disease  and  even  death. 
The  same  applies  to  a milk  supply  and  more  so.  While 
unforeseen  circumstances  may  contaminate  a water  supply, 
it  is  different  in  the  case  of  milk.  Generally  speaking,  the 
cleanliness  and  purity  of  milk  entirely  depends  on  the  care 
taken  by  the  producers  and  retailers  to  prevent  contamina- 
tion, and  for  that  reason  I again  emphasise  the  importance 
of  the  personal  touch  and  influence  of  those  engaged  in  this 
business.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  registered  person  to  give 
personal  attention  during  milking  operations  to  see  that 
those  engaged  in  milking  strictly  carry  out  the  terms  of  the 
Regulations  laid  down  for  the  production  of  clean  milk. 
I specially  refer  to  the  cleanliness  of  the  hands  and  person 
of  the  worker  and  of  the  wearing  of  clean  overalls  and  the 
immediate  removal  of  the  milk  from  the  byre.  It  is  the 
duty  of  the  registered  person  to  be  either  engaged  in  the 
milking  operations  personally  or  supervising  same,  and  all 
other  work  in  or  around  the  farm  should  be  of  secondary 
importance  in  a milk  producing  farm  ; cleanliness  and  care 
of  the  milk  should  be  the  first  consideration  from  the  time 
it  is  drawn  from  the  cow  to  the  time  that  it  passes  to  the 
retailer. 

As  I pointed  out  in  my  last  Annual  Report,  I am  of 
opinion  that  the  time  has  arrived  for  fixing  a bacterial 
count  standard  of  cleanliness  in  milk  (other  than  designated 
milk).  Samples  of  milk  taken  and  examined  have  shown 
that  in  Dumbartonshire  the  bacterial  count  may  vary  from 
as  low  as  700  to  as  high  as  600,000  per  c.c.  While 
admitting  that  700  is  an  exceptional  result,  it  at  least  shows 
that  it  is  a possible  result.  1 refrain  from  suggesting  what 
the  standard  should  be,  but  think  it  is  a matter  that  should 
be  carefully  considered  by  the  Department  of  Health.

SLAUGHTER  OF  ANIMALS  (SCOTLAND)  ACT,  1928. 

Eight  licences  were  granted  during  the  year  to  slaughter 
or  stun  animals  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the 
Act.  The  captive  bolt  type  of  killing  instrument  is  now  in 
use  in  all  the  slaughter-houses  within  the  district.  During 
the  year  the  County  Council  decided  to  make  a Bye-law  in 
terms  of  this  Act  for  the  slaughtering  of  swine.  This 
Bye-law  is  now  in  force  within  the  area. 
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SHOPS  ACT,  1912 
Shops  (Hours  of  Closing)  Act,  1928. 

Table  No.  XXI II.  shows  the  number  of  shops  and  the 
nature  of  business  carried  on  in  the  district. 

During  the  year  398  inspections  were  made  under  the 
Shops  Act. 

From  time  to  time  inspections  were  made  at  closing 
time  and  on  weekly  half-holidays  with  a view  of  ascertaining 
whether  or  not  the  shopkeepers  were  complying  with  the 
Regulations.  The  chief  difficulty  met  with  under  this  Act 
is  the  question  of  the  smaller  type  of  shops  that  sell  a 
mixed  assortment  such  as  bread,  confectionery,  aerated 
waters  and  groceries.  The  fact  that  they  are  allowed  to 
remain  open  for  the  sale  of  certain  articles  encourages  the 
tendency  for  them  to  sell  articles  of  groceries  which  are  not 
to  be  sold,  and  while  it  may  be  a little  inconvenient  to  the 
public  to  commence  with,  I consider  that  it  would  not  be  a 
very  great  hardship  to  make  the  mixed  type  of  business  fall 
in  line  with  the  other  shopkeepers  and  to  close  on  a weekly 
half-holiday. 

I have  again  to  refer  to  the  concession  granted  to 
ice-cream  vendors  who  also  prepare  fish  and  chips  for 
carrying  out  purposes  only  after  a certain  hour.  Here 
again  one  has  an  instance  of  a loop-hole  which  undoubtedly 
is  taken  advantage  of  for  the  sale  of  other  articles  after 
the  ordinary  closing  hour,  such  as  cigarettes  and  possibly 
aerated  waters.  The  remedy,  I again  suggest,  is  that 
legislation  should  be  introduced  preventing  the  sale  and 
preparation  for  sale  of  fish  and  chips  from  a shop  that  is 
used  for  other  purposes  such  as  an  ice-cream  shop.  I am 
of  opinion  that  a fish  and  chip  business  should  be  conducted 
in  premises  properly  equipped  and  solely  used  for  that 
particular  business. 

HOUSING  OF  SEASONAL  WORKERS. 

During  the  year  potato  diggers  were  accommodated  on 
14  farms.  The  number  of  persons  housed  was  149  males 
and  144  females,  for  periods  ranging  from  5 days  to  4 
weeks,  with  an  average  stay  of  11  days.  Generally  speak- 
ing, the  Bye-laws  were  observed  by  the  farmers  and 
merchants,  but  there  were  one  or  two  instances  where  they 
failed  to  give  notification,  and  in  one  case  premises  were 
found  to  be  slightly  over-crowded.  These  defaults  were 
reported  to  the  County  Clerk  and  the  offenders  warned 
regarding  the  matter. 


SHOPS  ACTS,  1912-28. 
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In  response  to  a recommendation  from  the  Department  of 
Health  recommending  that  certain  additional  items  be 
included  in  the  Bye-laws  dealing  with  the  question  of  means 
of  exit  in  the  event  of  fire,  the  provision  of  buckets  and  fire 
extinguishers,  and  the  keeping  of  a record  of  the  names 
and  ages  of  the  workers,  amended  Bye-laws  have  been 
drawn  up,  and  these  have  been  submitted  to  the  Department 
of  Health  for  their  approval. 

TENTS,  VANS,  SHEDS  AND  HOUSEBOATS. 

Texts,  Vaxts  axtd  Sheds. — During  the  year  746  inspec- 
tions were  made  of  tents,  vans  and  sheds  occupied  chiefly 
during  the  summer  months  in  various  parts  of  the  district, 
principally  at  Luss,  Cardross,  Rhu  and  Rosneath  Parishes. 
The  number  of  people  occupying  these  tents,  vans  or  sheds 
was  535  male  adults,  112  female  adults,  and  103  children. 
The  sleeping  accommodation  consisted  of  62  cottage  tents, 
77  bell  tents,  46  bivouacs,  6 caravans,  1 motor-trailer,  5 
marquees,  and  3 sheds. 

As  I pointed  out  in  former  reports  on  this  subject,  the 
question  of  supervision  of  camping,  generally  speaking,  is 
a little  difficult,  due  to  the  fact  that  there  is  no  recognised 
camping  ground,  with  the  result  that  camping  takes  place 
very  often  in  out-of-the-way  and  isolated  sites,  thus  quite 
a number  of  campers  fail  to  notify  the  Local  Authority  of 
their  intention  to  camp,  and  this  automatically,  of  course, 
hinders  the  work  of  inspection.  In  my  opinion,  however, 
encouragement  should  be  given  by  Local  Authorities,  and 
particularly  an  area  such  as  the  Western  Area  of  Dunbar- 
tonshire so  rich  in  natural  beauty,  to  establish  a recog- 
nised camping  ground  and  to  encourage  camping  on  healthy 
lines.  Camping  is  a much  cheaper  holiday  than  other 
forms  of  holidays,  and  it  is  only  natural  during  these  days 
of  depression  in  industry  that  people  can  only  indulge  in  the 
cheaper  forms  of  holiday.  While  I agree  that  it  may  be 
unfair  to  put  the  burden  of  establishing  a camping  ground 
on  the  local  ratepayers  for  people  residing  outwith  their 
own  particular  area,  I think  this  matter  should  probably 
receive  consideration  by  the  appropriate  Government  De- 
partment. 

Houseboats. — The  houseboats  moored  in  the  River 
Leven  at  Balloch  were  inspected  under  the  Bye-laws.  The 
boats  were  found  to  be  occupied  by  109  male  adults,  43 
female  adults,  and  24  children. 
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PRIVATE  STREETS  AND  FOOTWAYS. 

During  the  year  the  Highways  Authority  agreed  to  take 
over  the  Housing  Scheme  streets  at  Millburn  and  Tontine 
Park,  Renton.  Campbell  Street  and  George  Street, 
Bonhill,  were  also  taken  over  as  highways.  The  work  of 
improving  Croft  Loan,  Bonhill,  has  now  been  completed. 


FACTORIES  AND  WORKSHOPS  ACT. 

During  the  year  109  inspections  were  made  of  business 
premises  within  the  district  (see  Table  No.  XXIV.). 

Eight  notices  were  issued  as  a result  of  these  inspections 
to  occupiers  of  the  premises — 4 with  regard  to  cleanliness 
■and  -1  to  lavatory  accommodation.  In  5 instances  the 
defects  reported  have  been  made  good.  The  total  number 
of  workshops  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  105,  as  Shown  in 
Table  No.  XXV.

I submit  to  you  Report  prepared  for  the  year  ending  31st 
December,  1931,  relating  to  the  work  of  this  department  on 
terms  defined  by  the  Department  of  Health  for  Scotland. 


BUILDING  BYE-LAWS. 

The  yearly  increase  in  building  development  continues  to 
be  maintained,  as  is  shown  by  the  passing  of  182  plans 
compared  with  151  plans  for  the  year  1930.  The  plans 
related  to  new  houses  (585),  houses  altered  (19),  houses 
altered  under  the  Rural  Workers’  Act,  1926  (46),  and  other 
buildings  (138).  These  figures  include  houses  built  and 
altered  with  and  without  State  assistance. 

The  houses  built  without  State  assistance  totalled  30, 
and  are  described  as  follows  : —

In  Table  XXVI.  an  account  of  the  number  of  plans 
passed,  number  of  buildings,  and  number  of  houses  of 
various  sizes  is  recorded. 

On  reference  to  the  above-mentioned  Table,  it  will  be 
seen  that  the  main  building  operations  are  centred  in  East 
Kilpatrick  Parish  within  the  Bearsden  district,  where  large 
areas  of  ground  have  been  acquired  or  feued  by  several 
builders  for  the  erection  of  bungalows.  Due  to  private 
enterprise  the  number  of  houses  erected  in  the  district 
during  the  years  1930  and  1931  is  in  the  region  of  500.  The 
demand  for  the  houses  emphasises  the  aim  of  the  present 
age,  young  and  old,  for  a bungalow  in  a healthy  situation. 

The  increased  valuation  and  the  extension  of  the  special 
services  under  the  original  administration  is  beneficial  to 
the  County  generally. 

The  advantage  taken  by  proprietors  of  the  grant  undei 
the  Housing  (Rural  Workers)  Act,  1926,  to  modernise  rural 
houses  is  revealed  by  the  passing  of  plans  for  46  houses. 


Table  XXVI. — Plans  of  Buildings — Eastern  Area. 
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Plans  totalling  101  were  also  passed,  for  57  Garages,  11)  Shops,  4 Petrol  Pumps,  and  58  other  buildings. 
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With  a view  to  improving  the  housing  conditions  of  the 
people,  the  County  Council  have  under  construction  at  Old 
Kilpatrick  36  houses,  Milton  8 houses,  Croy  72  houses, 
and  Waterside  16  houses. 

Throughout  the  year  an  outstanding  feature  has  been  the 
practice  of  builders  and  architects  to  make  enquiries  with 
regard  to  the  suitability  of  building  sites  and  requirements 
of  the  Local  Authority  before  preparing  and  lodging  plans 
for  approval. 

Many  enquiries  have  been  made  with  reference  to  grants 
and  loans  by  the  Local  Authority  under  the  Housing,  etc., 
Acts,  1023  and  1924,  and  Housing  (Rural  Workers)  Act, 
1926. 

During  the  building  operations,  the  structures,  fittings, 
and  drainage  were  frequently  inspected  and  the  drains 
tested  at  their  various  stages  of  construction  before  being 
finally  tested. 

This  part  of  the  administration  demands  a great  deal  of 
attention,  but  as  previously  suggested,  Building  Bye-laws 
to  meet  present-day  requirements  are  urgently  required. 

DANGEROUS  BUILDINGS. 

On  four  occasions  it  was  necessary  to  call  upon  pro- 
prietors to  secure  or  demolish  buildings  in  a dangerous 
condition,  and  in  each  case  the  request  was  complied  with.

DRAINAGE. 

The  private  drainage  systems  serving  fifteen  properties 
were  renewed  or  improved  after  consultation  between  the 
owners  and  the  department. 

Several  defects  in  drainage  systems  were  brought  to-The 
notice  of  proprietors,  and  these  were  also  remedied  under 
the  supervision  of  the  department. 

NAMING  OF  STREETS. 

Burgh  Police  (Scotland)  Act,  1892  (Adopted) 
Sections  144  and  145. 

Owing  to  the  amount  of  building  in  the  Bearsden  area, 
it  was  found  necessary  to  expend  a considerable  sum  of- 
money  in  fixing  number  and  name  plates  throughout  the 
district.  This  was  done  and  the  sum  charged  to  the 
Scavenging  Rate. 
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DISPOSAL  OF  REFUSE. 

In  the  Eastern  area  of  the  County  there  are  six  Special 
Scavenging'  Districts,  in  three  of  which  the  work  is  executed 
by  the  employees  of  the  County  Council,  and  the  remainder 
by  private  contract. 

The  position  relating'  to  each  district  is  as  follows  : — 

Bearsden  Special  Scavenging  District. — The  addi- 
tional calls  on  the  service  due  to  the  increased  number  of 
houses  occupied  in  the  district  continues  to  add  to  the  work, 
and  in  order  to  maintain  the  efficiency  of  the  service  a new 
wagon  has  been  purchased. 

Due  to  a number  of  the  new  houses  being  situated  out- 
with  the  Special  Scavenging  District,  an  arrangement  was 
come  to  with  the  occupiers  to  undertake  to  carry  out  the 
removal  of  domestic  refuse,  provided  the  householders 
were  prepared  to  pay  the  scavenging  rate  in  force  within 
the  district.  This  arrangement  was  taken  advantage  of 
by  19  residents. 

The  area  so  situated  will  come  within  the  Special  District 
at  the  commencement  of  the  financial  year,  when  all  the 
houses  will  be  served  through  being  rated  for  this  purpose. 

The  removal  of  garden  refuse  by  arrangement  was  taken 
advantage  of  by  204  residents  and  realised  the  sum  of 
£168  6s.  lid. 

From  inquiries  recently  made  regarding  the  operation  of 
the  scheme,  it  would  appear  that  the  demand  for  this  service 
will  be  greatly  increased  during  the  coming  year. 

The  private  streets  and  footways  within  the  district  were 
regularly  swept  and  the  gullies  cleaned.

District  Extension. — By  reason  of  the  fact  that  building 
was  taking  place  outwith  the  boundaries  of  the  Special 
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District,  it  was  found  necessary  to  extend  the  boundaries 
to  include  certain  areas  of  ground,  details  of  which  will  be 
found  in  Special  Districts  Committee  Minute  of  date  11th 
October,  1931. 

Duntocher  Special  Scavenging  District. — The  position 
in  this  district  remains  similar  to  previous  years,  the 
existing  working  arrangement  giving  satisfaction. 

The  staff  and  wagon  allotted  to  the  district  devote  a 
portion  of  each  week  to  Bearsden  Special  Scavenging 

District,  but  in  the  event  of  further  housing  development 

it  may  be  necessary  to  serve  the  full  time  within  Duntocher 
Special  Scavenging  District. 

The  private  streets  and  footways  were  regularly  swept 
and  the  gullies  cleaned.

Kilpatrick  and  Bowling  Special  Scavenging  District.

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In  the  Annual  Reports  of  years  1929  and  1930  a history 
is  given  of  the  Bearsden  and  Duntocher  Special  Scavenging 
Districts  since  their  formation,  and  with  the  following 
report  relative  to  Kilpatrick  and  Bowling  Special  Scaveng- 
ing District,  this  completes  the  record  applicable  to  the 
three  districts  where  the  County  Council  have  men  directly 
employed  and  motor  wagons  in  service. 

Kilpatrick  and  Bowling  Special  Scavenging  District. 

The  Kilpatrick  and  Bowling  Special  Scavenging  District 
was  formed  in  1897. 

In  that  year  and  until  1921  the  scavenging  services  were 
performed  under  private  contract  in  conjunction  with  the 
services  in  Duntocher  Special  Scavenging  District  and  the 
then  existing  Special  Scavenging  District  of  Radnor  Park 
(the  latter  area  being  now  part  of  the  Burgh  of  Clydebank). 

Details  of  the  combined  scheme  are  contained  in  my 
Annual  Report  of  1930,  pages  105  and  106,  under  the  title 
“ Duntocher  Special  Scavenging  District,”  and  to  obviate 
repetition  the  additional  details  relating  exclusively  to 
Kilpatrick  and  Bowling  Special  Scavenging  District  are 
included  in  the  following  report. 

Extensions  of  the  district  were  arranged  and  completed 
in  1907  to  include  the  area  comprising  Dalnottar  Hill  and 
the  lands  and  premises  situated  north-east  of  Old  Kilpatrick 
Railway  Station  (now  London  and  North  Eastern  Railway). 
The  area  surrounding  Glenarbuck  House,  Bowling,  was 
included  in  1915,  and  in  1921  the  County  Council  agreed  to 
the  enlargement  of  the  District  to  include  the  villages  of 
Milton  and  Dumbuck. 

In  1921,  when,  as  recorded  in  the  Report  referred  to 
above,  the  County  Council  acquired  transport,  engaged  a 
staff,  and  commenced  the  scavenging  services  under  the 
direct  control  of  my  department,  the  receptacles  in  use  were 
ashbins,  privies,  and  privy  middens,  the  contents  of  which 
were  removed  to  Dumbuck  and  deposited  on  ground 
acquired  for  the  purpose  from  the  London  Midland  and 
Scottish  Railway  Company,  at  a rental  of  £10  annually. 

The  numbers  of  privies  and  privy  middens  at  premises 
situated  in  Kilpatrick  and  Bowling  villages  in  1921  were 
thirty-two  and  two  respectively,  but  on  account  of  the 
inclusion  of  the  scavenging  district  of  Milton  and  Dumbuck 
villages,  the  numbers  at  the  end  of  the  year  1931  were 
fifty-six  privies  and  five  privy  middens,  although  twelve 
privies  and  one  privy  midden  were  abolished  in  Kilpatrick 
and  Bowling  during  the  period  mentioned. 
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Forty-seven  privies  and  four  privy  middens  are  at  pro- 
perties situated  outwith  Special  Drainage  Districts,  and 
several  of  the  remainder  are  serving  properties  which,  it  is 
considered,  will  be  closed  as  unfit  for  habitation  in  the  near 
future. 

In  addition  to  the  scavenging  services  rendered  within  the 
Special  Scavenging  District,  two  houses  situated  outwith 
the  district  receive  attention  by  a private  arrangement 
between  the  proprietors  concerned  and  the  County  Council. 

The  personnel  employed  comprises  one  motor  driver,  two 
scavengers,  and  one  coup  attendant,  the  last  mentioned 
being  also  employed  as  roadman  on  private  roads.

Garage,  Garscadden. 

Since  this  garage  at  Garscadden  was  opened  in  the  year 
1930,  further  improvements  have  been  made  to  the 
premises.  The  housing  of  the  motor  wagons,  storage 
accommodation,  etc.,  under  such  ideal  conditions  is  proving 
a great  asset  both  from  the  point  of  view  of  service  and 
economy. 

The  houses  situated  at  the  garage  have  now  been  recon- 
structed and  the  four  motor  drivers  and  their  families  are 
resident  there.  Each  house  is  equipped  with  modern 
conveniences  with  adequate  accommodation,  i.e.  one  house 
of  three  apartments  and  three  houses  of  four  apartments, 
with  bathroom,  water-closet  and  scullery. 

An  economic  rent  of  £18  per  annum  is  being  charged  for 
each  house,  which,  considering  the  size  of  the  house,  appears 
very  reasonable. 

The  drivers  are  now  happily  and  conveniently  housed, 
and  since  taking  up  residence  have  made  a wonderful 
improvement  in  the  garden  ground,  etc.  The  advantage 
of  having  the  men  resident  on  the  site  and  the  wagons 
garaged  in  what  is  regarded  as  an  ideal  garage  cannot  be 
reckoned  in  £ s.  d. 

In  addition,  to  facilitate  the  working  arrangements  a 
telephone  has  been  installed  at  one  of  the  houses  to  permil 
of  ready  communication  on  matters  of  urgency. 
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Lawmuir  Coup. — The  area  of  ground  which  was  taken  on 
lease  in  1911  was  completely  filled  up  in  January  of  this 
year,  ploughed,  sown  out  in  wheat,  and  gave  a splendid 
crop  this  summer. 

One  of  the  conditions  in  the  lease  was  that  the  whole 
area  had  to  be  covered  with  soil  to  a depth  of  15  inches. 
This  condition  was  waived  by  agreement  on  the  suggestion 
of  the  farmer.  The  reclaiming  of  this  ground  means  that 
4J  acres  have  been  brought  back  to  cultivation  after  sixty 
years  during  which  time  it  was  of  no  use  to  the  farmer. 
The  area  of  ground  on  the  north  side  of  Duntocher  Road, 
which  is  being  filled  up  by  request  of  the  farmer,  is  almost 
completed.  A provisional  arrangement  has  been  made  to 
take  over  an  area  of  approximately  5J  acres  near  to 
Lawmuir  Farm,  to  which  it  is  hoped  to  gain  access  in  the 
near  future. 

Dumbuck  Coup. — This  coup  is  ideally  situated  for  refuse 
tipping,  and  continues  to  give  satisfaction.  By  its 
proximity  to  the  River  Clyde,  rats  are  a source  of  annoy- 
ance at  times,  but  everything  possible  is  being  done  to 
keep  them  down. 

Cumbernauld. — When  the  scavenging  contract  for 
Cumbernauld  Special  Scavenging  District  was  due  for 
renewal  at  15th  May,  1931,  offers  were  received  and  the 
lowest  offer  was  that  of  Mr.  Alex.  Forrester,  Roadside, 
Cumbernauld,  who  agreed  to  do  the  work  during  the  year 
for  the  sum  of  £95,  being  £20  less  than  the  next  lowest 
offer.  The  contractor  has  carried  out  the  work  in  a 
satisfactory  manner. 

Condorrat. — In  Condorrat  Special  Scavenging  District 
the  work  continues  to  be  executed  by  Mr.  John  Main, 
Condorrat  Farm,  Condorrat,  for  the  sum  of  £85  per  annum. 

Waterside. — The  scavenging  contract  for  Waterside 
Special  Scavenging  District  was  again  placed  with  Mr. 
George  Duncan,  120  Shakespeare  Street,  Maryhill, 
Glasgow,  for  the  sum  of  £100  per  annum. 

Due  to  the  contractor  being  unable  to  comply  with  the 
requirements  of  the  specification  of  work  he  had  to  be 
relieved  of  the  contract.  / 

A new  contractor,  Mr.  William  Stuart,  28  Donaldson 
Street,  Kirkintilloch,  agreed  to  take  over  the  contract,  and, 
so  far,  has  carried  out  the  work  satisfactorily. 
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The  contractor  being  unable  to  secure  a coup  for  the 
refuse,  arrangements  were  made  through  this  department 
with  the  Public  Health  Department  of  the  Glasgow  Corpor- 
ation for  the  use  of  a quarry  hole  on  the  Woodilee  Estate 
for  this  purpose.  A nominal  rental  of  one  pound  per 

annum  to  be  paid  by  the  contractor. 

WATER-CLOSETS,  PRIVIES,  ETC.,  AND  HOUSES 
WITHOUT  WATER  SUPPLY,  ETC. 

The  position  with  reference  to  the  above  subjects  is 
detailed  hereunder  and  in  Table  XXVII.,  where  it  will  be 
seen,  in  comparison  with  Report  for  last  year,  that  pro- 
gress continues  to  be  made.

LIGHTING. 

With  a view  to  further  improving  the  lighting  in  the 
Special  Lighting  Districts  of  Bearsden,  Duntocher,  and 
Kilpatrick  and  Bowling,  Rochester  Lamps  have  been  intro- 
duced at  road  crossings  and  positions  considered  necessary. 

The  installation  of  automatic  clock  controllers  to  street 
lamps  was  adopted  during  the  year  in  the  Bearsden  and  Old 
Kilpatrick  Districts.

The  cost  of  gas  supplied  continues  to  be  considered  by 
the  County  Council  and  the  Corporation  of  Glasgow,  but  an 
arrangement  has  been  arrived  at  with  regard  to  the  current 
conditions  and  cost  of  supply. 

During  the  year  1930  a Special  Lighting  District  was 
formed  at  Cumbernauld,  and  an  agreement  entered,  into 
between  The  Scottish  Midlands  Electricity  Supply  Limited 
for  the  supply  of  electricity.  There  are  in  all  thirty 
lighting  points — 75  watt  each — three  of  which  arc  paid  for 
as  signal  lamps  by  the  Highways  Committee.  I he  season 
extends  over  “ Summer  Time  ” period,  the  lights  being 
operated  by  a time  switch,  and  are  supervised  by  Messis. 
John  Carroll  and  Sons,  Cumbernauld. 
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The  formation  of  two  Special  Lighting  Districts,  com- 
prising the  village  of  Waterside  and  Adamsjie,  Glasgow 
Road,  Kirkintilloch,  are  at  present  under  consideration  by 
the  County  Council. 

INCREASE  OF  RENT  AND  MORTGAGE  INTEREST 
(RESTRICTIONS)  ACTS. 

During  the  year  twelve  applications  were  received  and 
certificates  granted  under  the  above  Acts. 

NUISANCES. 

On  reference  to  Talble  XXVIII.  a record  of  the  nuisances 
dealt  with  during  the  year  will  be  found.  The  percentage 
reduction  of  the  total  compared  with  the  year  1930  is  36 
per  cent.,  which  is  similar  to  the  decrease  shown  in  that 
year. 

It  would  appear  from  the  figures  that  the  housing  develop- 
ments and  improved  conditions  under  which  the  people  are 
now  living  are  responsible,  to  a considerable  extent,  for 
the  reduced  numbers. 

MILK  AND  DAIRIES  (SCOTLAND)  ACT,  1914. 

The  operation  of  the  Milk  and  Dairies  (Scotland)  Act, 
1914,  is  working  on  smooth  lines  to  the  advantage  of  the 
farmer  and  local  authority.  During  the  inspection  of 
farms,  the  dairy  workers  at  the  majority  of  premises  proved 
to  be  performing  their  work  according  to  the  requirements 
of  the  Bye-laws. 

Although  the  quality  of  the  milk  supply  has  vastly 
improved  since  the  Act  and  Dairy  Bye-laws  were  brought 
into  operation,  the  height  of  efficiency  has  still  to  be 
attained.  For  instance,  in  the  Act  and  Dairy  Bye-laws, 
the  cleanliness  of  persons  and  clothing  of  dairy  workers 
should  be  more  clearly  defined.  Reference  is  made  to  the 
provision  of  a wash-hand  basin  which,  it  is  perfectly 
obvious,  does  not  meet  the  object  aimed  at.  The  Act  and 
Bye-laws  should  describe  what  workers  are  to  do  to  keep 
themselves  in  a satisfactory  state  of  cleanliness  by  stipu- 
lating the  provision  of  a bath  in  which  the  workers  could 
immerse  themselves  and  perform  their  ablutions  not  only 
in  comfort  but  with  some  degree  of  success. 

I he  Dairy  Bye-laws  for  the  County  are  meantime  under 
consideration  by  a Special  Sub-Committee,  in  view  of  the 
variance  between  them  and  the  Burgh  Bye-laws,  With  a

Throughout  the  year  eight  samples  of  Designated 
Milk  were  taken  for  Bacteriological  Analyses,  and  of  these 
two  showed  an  extremely  high  “ count.”

The  vicinity  of  the  foreshore  at  Kilpatrick  and  Bowling; 
was  again  frequented  by  campers  during  the  summer 
months,  when  21  notifications  were  received  in  this 
Department  relating  to  tents,  vans,  and  sheds. 

The  ground  in  question  is  totally  unsuitable  for  camping 
through  the  difficulty  in  providing  suitable  conveniences 
and  the  want  of  a proper  water  supply. 

Total  inspections  to  the  number  of  159  were  made  to 
ensure  that  the  Bye-laws  were  complied  with  so  far  as  the 
conditions  would  allow. 

In  order  to  prevent  the  foreshore  being  looked  on  as  a 
recognised  camping  ground,  the  proprietors  were  called 
upon  to  erect  notice  boards  prohibiting  camping.  This 
was  done,  and  it  is  hoped  will  prevent  a recurrence.

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  herewith  the 
following  Report  for  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1931, 
as  required  by  Section  4 (5)  of  the  Milk  and  Dairies 
(Scotland)  Act,  1914.  The  Public  Health  work  carried  out 
in  the  two  large  Burghs  within  the  County  are  reported 
separately  to  the  respective  Town  Councils,  as  in  previous 
years. 

MILK  AND  DAIRIES  (SCOTLAND)  ACT,  1914. 

A REVIEW  OF  THE  YEAR’S  WORK. 

In  reviewing  the  year’s  work  there  is  no  doubt  that 
during  the  past  year  there  has  been  a marked  improvement 
in  thq  general  cleanliness  of  cattle  and  milk  production. 
This  improvement  I attribute  to  the  educational  work 
undertaken  amongst  Farmers,  the  introduction  of 
“ Grading,”  the  institution  of  regular  milk  tests  by  large 
Dairies  and  the  scheme  adopted  by  the  West  of  Scotland 
Agricultural  College  for  the  carrying  out  of  clean  milk 
tests  at  a very  nominal  fee. 

No  administrative  difficulties  were  encountered  during  the 
year  in  the  operation  of  the  Act. 
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INSPECTION  OF  CATTLE  IN  REGISTERED 
DAIRIES  AND  EXEMPTED  PREMISES. 

In  accordance  with  regulations  one  inspection  of  cattle  in 
all  registered  dairies  and  in  premises  not  registered  in  the 
County  was  carried  out  during  the  year,  with  additional 
visits  as  the  occasion  arose.  Quarterly  inspections  of  all 
cattle  in  the  Small  Burghs  were  continued  as  in  previous 
years,  and  the  figures  recorded  below  are  an  average  of  the 
number  of  animals  examined  in  the  Burghs.

A report  of  eacli  statutory  inspection  was  sent  to  the  Clerk 
to  the  Local  Authority  for  the  information  of  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  and  the  Sanitary  Inspector. 

Reference  was  made  in  my  Report  for  the  year  1930  of 
the  inadequacy  of  one  inspection  per  year  of  dairy  cattle  in 
the  County,  and  at  the  request  of  the  Public  Health 
Committee  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  myself  sub- 
mitted a Statement  on  the  necessity  for  more  frequent 
inspections  of  dairy  cattle,  in  which  it  was  pointed  out  that 
if  veterinary  inspections  are  to  attain  a reasonable  measure 
of  success  in  preventing  the  retention  of  tuberculous  and 
other  diseased  animals  in  dairy  herds  with  consequent 
danger  to  the  milk  supply,  a higher  frequency  than  one 
inspection  a year  was  essential.  The  changes  in  the 
composition  of  herds  due  to  buying  and  selling  of  animals, 
and  the  rapidity  with  which  disease  may  develop  in  the 
individual  animal  and  spread  to  others  in  the  herd,  are 
obvious  factors  to  be  considered  in  fixing  the  frequency  of 
inspection.  An  interval  of  so  long  a period  as  one  year 
between  visits  reduces  considerably  the  educative  value  of 
the  Veterinary  Inspector’s  work.  During  the  year  several 
complaints  were  received  from  other  Local  Authorities 
regarding  the  presence  of  tubercle  bacilli  in  milk  supplied 
from  farms  in  the  County,  and  this  also  points  out  the 
desirability  of  increasing  veterinary  inspections.  The 
position  was  fully  realised  by  the  Public  Health  Committee, 
but  to  cope  with  the  proposed  increased  inspections  the 
appointment  of  an  Assistant  Veterinary  Inspector  was 
essential,  and  this  matter  was  under  consideration  at  the 
close  of  the  year. 

THE  GENERAL  CONDITIONS,  CLEANLINESS, 
HEALTH  AND  DIET  OF  CATTLE  IN  THE  DISTRICT. 

The  general  condition  and  cleanliness  of  dairy  cattle  in 
the  County  still  show  further  improvement.  Producers  arc 
undoubtedly  taking  a greater  interest  in  their  herds  and  arc 
realising  the  benefit  of  cleanliness  from  every  point  of  view. 
There  are  certainly  a few  that  are  below  the  average  for 
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cleanliness,  but  happily  these  are  in  non-registered  premises, 
and  if  inspections  could  be  increased  they  would  in  time  be 
brought  into  line  with  the  others. 

The  health  of  dairy  cattle  has  improved  considerably 
during  the  past  few  years,  and  this  I attribute  to  the  modern 
method  of  feeding  which  has  been  made  possible  by  the 
introduction  of  water  bowls  and  the  improvements  which 
have  been  carried  out  in  the  majority  of  byres.

In  the  course  of  inspections  seventy-four  milk  samples 
were  submitted  to  the  Bacteriologist  for  microscopical  and 
biological  examinations.  The  presence  of  tubercle  bacilli 
was  found  in  six  samples,  streptococci  was  detected  in  six- 
samples,  other  organisms  in  one,  forty-three  were  found 
negative,  and  the  results  of  the  remaining  eighteen  samples 
were  not  received  at  31st  December,  1931. 

In  all  cases  where  defective  udders  were  found  restrictions 
were  either  imposed  by  me  under  the  Tuberculosis  Order  of 
1925  or  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  under  the  Milk 
and  Dairies  Act.  Producers  were  instructed  how  to 
dispose  of  this  milk,  and  the  majority  of  Farmers  destroyed 
it  as  directed. 
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COW-POX. 

At  the  request  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  three 
dairy  herds  were  examined  for  Cow-Pox.  In  two  herds 
several  cows  showed  symptoms  of  having  been  affected  with 
Cow-Pox,  but  when  examined  were  in  the  final  stage  of 
recovery.  In  the  other  herd  no  animals  were  found  to  be 
affected  with  Cow-Pox  or  any  teat  eruptions.  The  history 
of  each  case  was  reported  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

TUBERCULOSIS  AMONG  DAIRY  COWS  AND  AN

The  Local  Authority  has  no  general  scheme  towards 
securing  a tubercle-free  milk  supply,  but  I continued  to 
point  out  to  owners  the  advantages  of  having  such  herds 
not  only  from  a Public  Health  point  of  view  but  for  the 
benefit  of  breeding  from  a healthy  stock.

DIFFICULTIES  MET  WITH  BY  PRODUCERS. 

The  difficulties  found  by  producers  to  militate  against  the 
successful  marketing  of  Certified  and  Grade  A “ T.T.  ” 
Milk  were  in  all  respects  similar  to  previous  years,  as  there 
has  been  no  change  in  industrial  conditions  during  the  past 
year.  I was  surprised,  however,  to  find  that  two  Producers 
had  increased  sales  of  Certified  and  Grade  A “ T.T.”  Milk. 
In  some  parts  of  the  County  the  sale  of  Graded  Milk  would 
undoubtedly  increase  if  trade  conditions  were  to  improve. 

There  are  no  Producers  holding  licences  for  the  production 
of  Grade  A Milk. 
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NOTES  ON  ANY  SAMPLES  TAKEN  FOR  EXAMINA- 
TION IN  TERMS  OF  SECTION  21  OF  THE  ACT 

OF  1914. 

During-  the  year  nine  communications,  in  which  eight 
herds  were  concerned,  were  received  from  other  Local 
Authorities  regarding  tuberculous  milk  and  milk  containing 
streptococci  consigned  from  this  County  to  retailers  in  other 
districts. 

In  the  first  case  examined  one  animal  was  found  to  be 
giving  tuberculous  milk.  In  the  second  case  no  tubercle 
bacilli  was  found,  but  one  milk  sample  was  certified  to  con- 
tain streptococci.  In  the  third  case  two  animals  were  found 
to  be  giving  tuberculous  milk.  In  the  fourth  case,  in  which 
the  milk  was  reported  to  contain  streptococci,  no  organisms 
were  found.  In  the  fifth  case  one  animal  was  detected  on 
clinical  examination  of  the  herd  to  be  suffering  from 
tuberculosis  with  chronic  cough — no  tubercle  bacilli  was 
found  in  milk  samples  submitted  for  examination.  In  the 
sixth  case  all  guinea  pigs  inoculated  with  milk  samples  were 
killed  and  found  normal.  In  the  seventh  case  milk  samples 
from  two  animals  were  found  to  contain  tubercle  bacilli,  and 
streptococci  was  found  in  milk  sample  from  a third  cow. 
The  result  of  all  milk  samples  submitted  from  this  herd 
for  biological  examination  was  not  received  at  the  close  of 
the  year.  No  reports  in  connection  with  the  two  remaining 
cases  were  issued  by  the  Bacteriologist  prior  to  31st 
December,  1931. 

The  six  animals  found  to  be  affected  with  tuberculosis 
were  removed  to  Dumbarton  Abattoir  under  the  Tuberculosis 
Order  of  1925. 

SECTIONS  13  AND  14  OF  THE  MILK  AND  DAIRIES 
(SCOTLAND)  ACT,  1914. 

No  contraventions  of  Sections  13  and  14  of  the  Milk  and 
Dairies  (Scotland)  Act,  1914,  were  reported  during  the  year. 
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WORK  DONE  UNDER  THE  MILK  (SPECIAL 
DESIGNATIONS)  ORDER  (SCOTLAND)  1930. 

The  number  of  dairy  herds  licensed  in  the  County  for  the 
production  of  graded  milk  at  31st  December,  1931,  was  two 
Certified  Herds  and  four  Grade  A (T.T.)  Herds,  a total  of 
six  tubercle-free  herds.  In  terms  of  the  Order  one  herd 
was  tested  once  during  the  year,  having  become  eligible  for 
a yearly  test,  and  five  herds  were  tested  twice.  Two  of 
the  herds  tested  twice  became  eligible  two  years  ago  to  be 
tested  once  during  the  year,  but  the  owners  desired  to 
continue  on  the  six  monthly  tests,  and  I approved  of  their 
decision.

As  in  previous  years,  the  reacting  and  doubtful  animals 
were  immediately  isolated  and  were  disposed  of  by  slaughter 
or  otherwise. 

In  accordance  with  the  Order  three  clinical  examinations 
were  made  of  each  graded  herd,  one  or  two  of  which  were 
usually  carried  out  when  tuberculin  testing  was  in  progress. 

ANIMALS  FROM  TUBERCLE-FREE  HERDS  AT 
CATTLE  SHOWS. 

Prior  to  the  staking  oil  of  the  ground  for  the  Annual 
Agricultural  Show  held  in  this  County  a copy  of  the  Depart- 
ment’s Circular  Letter  of  lfith  May,  1930,  was  again  sent 
to  the  Secretary  of  the  Show  and  to  all  Farmers  holding 
Graded  Milk  Licences  in  order  to  remind  them  of  the 
conditions  under  which  tuberculin-tested  animals  would, 
with  safety,  be  allowed  to  be  exhibited.  The  necessary

arrangements  were  made  and  the  animals  conveyed  to  and 
from  the  show  according  to  instructions. 

MEAT  INSPECTION. 

Supervision  of  all  the  licensed  Slaughterhouses  in  the 
County  was  maintained  during  the  year.  The  Sanitary 
Inspectors  of  each  District  acted  as  Detention  Officers  and 
when  necessary  requested  my  attendance.

The  greater  number  of  animals  purchased  by  butchers  in 
the  County  were  either  slaughtered  at  the  Corporation 
Abattoir,  Glasgow,  or  Dumbarton  Burgh  Abattoir,  Dum- 
barton. At  Dumbarton  Burgh  Abattoir  there  is  a resident 
Meat  Inspector,  but  it  is  also  visited  by  me  at  least  once 
or  twice  each  week.

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COUNTY  ENGINEER’S  REPORT. 


SPECIAL  WATER  SUPPLY  DISTRICTS. 

Garelochhead  Special  Water  Supply  District. — The 
supply  within  this  District  continued  to  be  satisfactory 
throughout  the  year.  Complaints  regarding  discoloration 
were  not  so  numerous  as  in  previous  years,  and  this  fact  is 
probably  due  to  the  systematic  scouring  of  the  mains 
carried  out  by  the  Water  Superintendent. 

In  October  the  cleaning  operations  at  the  reservoir  were 
commenced,  and  the  work  was  completed  early  in  the 
following  year.  The  men  employed  were  taken  from  the 
Public  Assistance  Register,  and  worked  under  the  super- 
vision of  the  Water  Superintendent.  The  cost  of  the 
work  was  approximately  £300.  While  the  operations  were 
in  progress,  the  water  supply  was  taken  direct  from  the 
intake,  and  no  inconvenience  was  caused  to  the  consumers. 
The  supply  at  the  Railway  Station  for  the  Engines  was, 
however,  suspended  until  the  work  was  completed.  During 
the  progress  of  the  scheme  it  was  ascertained  that  portions 
of  the  mains  through  the  moor  were  seriously  corroded, 
and  this  matter  will  require  early  attention. 

The  question  of  a store  was  disposed  of  by  obtaining 
suitable  accommodation  at  Euston  Place. 

Rhu  Special  Water  Supply  District. — Throughout  the 
year  the  water  supply  at  Rhu  was  satisfactory,  and  no 
complaints  were  received  regarding  the  quality  of  the 
water,  but  at  points  within  the  Special  District  there  is  a 
considerable  difference  in  the  pressure,  and  steps  are  being 
taken  to  overcome  this  difficulty  by  effecting  adjustments 
in  the  pressure  reducing  valves. 

The  weir  protecting  No.  1 Reservoir  was  again  filled 
with  debris,  which  was  removed  by  means  of  the  pontoon 
and  deposited  over  the  spillway.  As  no  Government  Grant 
was  available,  it  was  decided  not  to  proceed  with  the 
comparatively  larger  scheme  of  cleaning  that  Reservoir. 

Numerous  matters  relating  to  minor  repairs  and  special 
charges  received  attention  during  the  year.  One  unsatis- 
factory feature  relating  to  the  Water  Works  is  the  large 
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number  of  moles  apparent  in  the  field  south  of  No.  3 
Reservoir,  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  tenant  will  have  the 
condition  of  this  field  improved  without  delay. 

Cardross  Special  Water  Supply  District. — The  supply 
here  was  maintained  without  great  difficulty  until  the 
month  of  September,  when,  due  to  a prolonged  dry  period, 
especial  care  had  to  be  exercised.  This  supply  causes 
anxiety  practically  every  year,  and  unless  some  remedial 
measures  are  taken  the  supply  will  during  a prolonged  dry 
period  undoubtedly  fail  altogether.  The  difficulty  is  being 
accentuated  every  year  by  the  building  of  new  houses. 

As  no  Government  Grant  was  available,  only  a small 
scheme  costing  approximately  £50  for  cleaning  Asker 
Reservoir  was  carried  out.  The  work  resulted  in  the 
removal  of  the  weed  which  has  recently  become  apparent, 
but  to  deal  effectively  with  the  matter  it  may  be  necessary 
to  use  copper  sulphate. 

The  sale  of  Asker  Farm  was  again  under  consideration 
during  the  year.  The  reservoir  ground,  water  rights  and 
certain  other  wayleaves  will,  however,  be  retained,  and  the 
arrangements  will  be  carried  out  with  the  approval  of  the 
Department  of  Health. 

A number  of  complaints  were  received  regarding  the 
quality  of  the  water,  and  it  is  doubtful  if  the  filter  arrange- 
ments deal  effectively  with  the  water  supply. 

A short  length  of  new  main  in  Station  Road  was  laid  by 
Messrs.  James  Ritchie  & Son,  Cardross,  at  an  estimated 
cost  of  £70. 

Renton  Special  Water  Supply  District. — Little  diffi- 
culty was  experienced  with  this  supply,  and  the  usual  work 
was  carried  on  throughout  the  year.  The  installation  of 
the  gas  supply  to  the  Water  Superintendent’s  house, 
mentioned  in  last  year’s  Report,  was  carried  out.  The 
work  was  undertaken  by  Mr.  Andrew  Gilfillan  at  a cost  of 
£131  17s.  2d. 

The  same  care  was  exercised  in  reducing  the  relatively 
high  wastage  in  this  district,  the  number  of  repairs  executed 
being  501.  It  is  hoped  to  be  able  to  still  further  reduce 
the  quantity  of  water  lost  in  this  manner. 

Vale  ok  Leven  Special  Water  Supply  District. — An 
excellent  supply  was  again  available  throughout  the  year 
within  this  Special  District. 
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Further  progress  was  made  with  the  installation  of  the 
rapid  gravity  filters  at  Overton,  and  while  the  execution  of 
the  work  must  necessarily  be  slow,  it  is  hoped  to  have  the 
work  completed  shortly. 

Improvements  to  the  water  mains  were  made  at  Fruin 
Bridge  and  Carroehan  Bridge  during  the  work  of  recon- 
structing these  bridges,  the  estimated  costs  being  respec- 
tively £750  and  £180.  The  work  was  carried  out  under 
the  direct  supervision  of  the  Water  Superintendent. 

During  the  year  a number  of  minor  improvements  were 
also  carried  out. 

Bowling  Special  Water  Supply  District. — It  was  not 
necessary  to  obtain  a supply  from  Dumbarton  Town  Council 
this  year,  but  this  result  was  achieved  only  by  exercising 
the  greatest  care  with  the  supply.  The  water  was  of 
good  quality  and  no  complaints  were  received. 

During  the  year  an  extension  of  the  water  main  to 
Milton  was  made  for  the  new  housing  scheme  there.  The 
work  was  carried  out  at  a cost  of  £71  3s.  2d.  under  the 
direct  supervision  of  the  Water  Superintendent. 

It  should  also  be  recorded  that  the  Committee  approved 
of  a proper  scale  of  charges  for  water  supplied  for  other 
than  domestic  purposes. 

Waterside  Special  Water  Supply  District.  — The 
supply  from  the  Burgh  of  Kirkintilloch  was  satisfactory 
throughout  the  year,  and  the  usual  steps  were  taken  to 
prevent  wastage. 

In  this  district  also  a scale  of  charges  received  approval 
by  the  Committee,  and  a reduction  was  obtained  in  the 
price  of  the  bulk  supply. 

SPECIAL  DRAINAGE  DISTRICTS. 

Rhu  Special  Drainage  District. — There  is  no  special 
feature  to  be  noted  regarding  this  District.  The  private 
pipes  discharging  into  Ardenconncl  Bay  have  been  kept 
under  observation,  and  it  is  possible  that  a definite  scheme 
will  require  to  be  undertaken  in  this  section. 

Complaints  w'ere  received  regarding  smells  from  man- 
holes, and  steps  are  being  taken  to  reduce  this  nuisance. 
Due  to  the  unsatisfactory  condition  of  the  former  private 
sewers,  it  may  be  some  time  before  these  complaints  can  he 
removed  altogether, 
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Vale  of  Leven  and  Renton  Special  Drainage  District. 
— During  the  year  the  two  Special  Drainage  Districts  of 
Vale  of  Leven  and  Renton  were  combined. 

The  work  in  connection  with  the  main  drainage  scheme 
was  commenced  on  the  7th  January.  Due  to  the  detail 
work  which  has  yet  to  be  undertaken,  it  was  thought 
advisable  to  carry  out  the  work  in  sectional  contracts. 
Contracts  Nos.  1 and  2 were  commenced  by  Messrs.  John 
Porter  & Sons,  Glasgow,  and  Messrs.  A.  M.  M’Dougall 
& Co.,  Glasgow,  respectively,  during  the  year.  These 
contracts  comprise  the  Jamestown  and  Alexandria  sections, 
and  the  work  was  well  advanced  at  the  end  of  the  year. 
Due  to  various  difficulties,  Contract  No.  1 was  taken  over 
by  Messrs.  Melville,  Dundas  & Whitson  in  July,  and  this 
firm  intend  to  complete  the  work.  Objections  to  the  scheme 
were  put  forward  by  the  local  Angling  Association  and 
others  who  have  interests  in  the  River  Leven,  but  it  is  hoped 
that  a settlement  may  be  effected  at  an  early  date. 

The  construction  of  the  intercepting  sewer  in  Contract 
No.  2 has  involved  negotiations  with  the  Dumbarton  & 
Balloch  Joint  Line  Railway  regarding  the  retaining  wall 
at  Susannah  Street,  and  with  the  United  Turkey  Red 
Company  in  respect  of  the  inlet  and  outlet  of  the  lade  at 
Alexandria  Works. 

The  scheme  to  deal  with  the  drainage  arrangements  at 
Mill  o’  Haldane  was  again  altered,  and  the  estimated  cost 
of  the  work  is  now  £1800.  The  proposal,  due  to  the 
construction  of  the  new  road  through  the  Glasgow  Cor- 
poration ground,  comprises  a new  sewer  from  Dalvait 
Road  and  the  demolition  of  the  existing  small  sewage 
works.  The  work  is  being  carried  out  by  Messrs.  John 
A.  Paton  & Son,  Alexandria. 

Sanction  for  the  Ladyton  Well  Scheme  is  still  awaited. 

Old  Kilpatrick  Special  Drainage  District. — During 
the  year  the  sewers  remained  in  satisfactory  condition. 
'I'lie  Special  District  was  extended  in  December  to  take  in 
the  ground  between  the  main  road  and  the  old  Dalnottar 
Road  as  far  east  as  Freelands  Place.  The  drainage 
arrangements,  which  were  privately  owned,  were  purchased 
and  entirely  remodelled.  The  sewer  was  also  extended  in 
the  old  Dalnottar  Road.  The  estimated  cost  of  the  work, 
which  is  being  carried  out  by  Mr.  G.  K.  Davie,  Duntocher, 
is  £800,  and  it  is  hoped  to  complete  the  scheme  at  an 
early  date. 
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New  sewers  are  also  to  be  provided  for  the  housing 
scheme  at  Stuart  Street  at  an  estimated  cost  of  £250,  but 
this  work  has  not  yet  been  put  in  hand. 

Duntocher  Special  Drainage  District. — The  usual 
maintenance  work  was  carried  on  throughout  the  year,  and 
there  is  no  unusual  feature  to  report. 

Some  of  the  sewers  are,  however,  showing  signs  of 
becoming  overtaxed  in  wet  weather,  and  this  question  may 
require  serious  consideration  at  an  early  date.  A section 
of  the  main  sewer  west  of  Roman  Bridge  subsided  during 
the  year,  and  arrangements  are  being  made  to  have  this 
defect  remedied,  the  estimated  cost  being  £50. 

Further  consideration  was  also  given  to  the  carrying  out 
of  the  Glasgow  Corporation  Agreement,  but  the  work  has 
not  been  put  into  operation  yet. 

Bearsden  Special  Drainage  District. — A considerable 
building  development  took  place  within  this  Special  District 
during  the  year,  and  in  October  it  was  considered  advisable 
to  effect  an  extension  so  as  to  include  a large  area  at 
Kessington  and  some  smaller  areas  at  other  points.

To  deal  with  the  proposed  building  development  at 
Kessington,  a large  sewer  contract  is  being  carried  out  on 
behalf  of  Messrs.  John  Lawrence  (Glasgow)  Ltd.,  the 
intention  being  to  take  over  the  sewers  when  the  scheme  is 
completed. 

The  septic  tanks  dealing  with  the  drainage  of  two  double 
villas  in  Mill  Road,  Yoker,  came  under  review  by  the 
Department  of  Health  during  the  year,  and  it  is  hoped  to 
elfect  a scheme  whereby  the  use  of  the  tanks  will  be 
discarded. 

The  settlement  of  various  claims  dealing  with  disturbance 
of  agricultural  land  through  the  construction  of  sewers  also 
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entailed  considerable  time  and  negotiations.  A more 
serious  type  of  claim  was  received  from  the  Glasgow 
Corporation  for  a subsidence  which  occurred  in  Dumbarton 
Road  at  the  junction  of  Hawick  Street,  and  this  matter 
was  outstanding  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Several  complaints  were  also  received  regarding  flooding, 
and  an  endeavour  is  being  made  to  eliminate  as  far  as 
possible  the  surface  water  at  present  finding  its  way  into 
some  of  the  sewers. 

Condorrat  Special  Drainage  District. — The  usual  main- 
tenance work  was  undertaken  during  the  year,  and  the 
sewers  and  the  sewage  works  were  maintained  in  satis- 
factory condition. 

Cumbernauld  Special  Drainage  District. — During  the 
year  difficulty  has  been  experienced  with  the  quantity  of 
sludge  which  is  being  retained  in  the  storm  water  tanks  at 
the  sewage  works,  and  it  is  hoped  to  effect  a scheme  to  deal 
with  the  water ; otherwise  little  trouble  was  experienced 
with  either  the  sewers  or  the  sewage  works. 

Dullatur  Special  Drainage  District. — The  usual  main- 
tenance work  was  carried  on  throughout  the  year,  and  the 
sewers  and  sewage  works  continue  to  be  in  satisfactory 
condition. 


Waterside  Special  Drainage  District. — A Grant  was 
obtained  from  the  Unemployments  Grants  Committee  in 
respect  of  the  modified  scheme  of  £550,  and  the  work  was 
commenced  in  June  and  completed  in  September.  The 
new  septic  tank  is  constructed  on  ground  formerly  occupied 
by  the  Gas  Works,  and  this  land  was  acquired  by  the 
Committee.  One  building  on  the  ground  has  been 
retained  and  will  be  used  as  a store.  The  work  was  carried 
out  by  Mr.  Robert  Anderson,  Stepps,  and  it  is  hoped  that 
the  scheme  will  prevent  any  further  complaints  regarding 
the  discharge  of  sewage  into  the  Luggie  water. 


Croy  Special  Drainage  District. — The  work  in  connec- 
tion with  the  drainage  scheme  was  completed  in  September, 
and  the  drainage  from  the  various  properties  in  the  Special 
District  is  now  being  dealt  with  at  the  sewage  works. 
The  works,  however,  will  not  be  fully  tested  until  the 
Housing  Scheme  is  occupied  some  time  next  year. 


A considerable  time  was  spent  in  settling  claims 
other  questions  relating  to  the  scheme.

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PRIVATE  STREETS  AND  FOOTWAYS. 

During'  the  year  a considerable  amount  of  work  was 
carried  out  on  private  street  works.  The  work  was  chiefly 
undertaken  by  bringing  the  streets  up  to  highway  standard 
under  the  supervision  of  the  Road  Department,  although 
in  certain  cases  action  was  taken  under  Section  39  of  the 
Public  Health  (Scotland)  Act,  1897.

The  usual  official  inspections  were  made  during  the  year, 
and  visits  were  also  paid  during  the  performances  in  the 
evening.  Valuable  assistance  was  received  from  the 
Police  in  ensuring  that  the  regulations  were  being  complied 
with  especially  regarding  the  exit  doors  and  gates.  During 
the  year  one  proprietor  was  fined  in  respect  of  an  offence 
under  the  regulations,  but  the  premises  have  generally  been 
maintained  in  a very  satisfactory  condition. 

It  might  be  noted  that  further  installations  of  the  auditory 
film  apparatus  have  been  carried  out,  and  four  halls  are 
now  equipped  for  sound  films. 

During  the  year  the  Committee’s  approval  was  asked 
for  the  exhibition  of  a film  which  had  not  been  passed  by 
the  British  Board  of  Film  Censors,  but  the  request  was 
refused. 

The  seating  arrangements  at  Woodilee  Mental  Hospital 
came  under  special  consideration,  and  in  view  of  the  cir- 
cumstances special  concessions  were  allowed.

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The  arrangements  regarding  fire  extinguishing  within 
the  County  area  continued  to  be  satisfactory,  and  the  calls 
were  responded  to  quickly  by  both  the  burgh  and  local 
brigades. 

Numerous  inspections  and  improvements  were  made  to 
the  fire  plugs,  and  a considerable  number  of  plugs  were 
installed  to  deal  with  building  development  in  various  parts 
of  the  County. 

REGIONAL  AND  TOWN  PLANNING. 

Further  progress  was  made  during  the  year  with  the 
question  of  joining  in  the  Clyde  Valley  Regional  Planning' 
Scheme.  The  work  has  involved  the  collection  of  much 
information,  and  the  maps  will  be  submitted  to  the  Technical 
Committee  in  due  course. 

As  regards  Town  Planning,  the  necessary  information  for 
a fidl  report  on  this  question  has  now  been  obtained,  and 
it  is  hoped  to  place  a report  containing  definite  proposals 
before  the  Committee  at  an  early  date. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  question  of  water  supply  was  again  given  serious 
consideration.  Mr.  Hill,  the  Consultant  Engineer  appointed 
by  the  County  Council,  submitted  the  outlines  of  a scheme, 
which  comprised  the  formation  of  a Water  Board  for  the 
County  area.  It  was  the  intention  to  have  all  the  water 
works  undertakings  represented  on  the  Water  Board,  so 
that  the  fullest  possible  benefit  could  be  derived  from  the 
joint  resources.  It  was  further  suggested  that  a scheme, 
using  Loch  Sloy  as  the  main  Reservoir  and  with  an  aqueduct 
following  generally  the  line  of  the  West  Highland  Railway, 
would  be  capable  of  serving  all  the  needs  of  the  County  area 
west  of  Glasgow. 

A conference  of  the  Water  Authorities  was  accordingly 
held  in  May,  but  unfortunately  the  formation  of  a Water 
Board  could  not  be  agreed  upon,  and  no  further  progress 
can  be  made  in  this  direction  meantime. 

As  the  needs  of  the  landward  area  are,  however,  particu- 
larly pressing,  a scheme  to  deal  with  the  question  is  in 
preparation  and  will  be  submitted  at  an  early  date. 

DRAINAGE. 

Questions  relating  to  drainage  of  areas  outwith  Special 
Drainage  Districts  also  received  consideration  during  the 
year.  There  are  certain  populous  centres  for  which  the 
installation  of  proper  drainage  schemes  would  be  of  con- 
siderable advantage,  and  this  matter  is  being  kept  under 
observation.
